Children’s Section: “Young tered”. ws ound ourselves at variance Recently, especially, we were 


Wanted: A New Declaration. 


‘Tae furious outbreak against Jews by Arabs in Palestine has 


been quelled. Order generally bas been re-established, although there 


is apparently still some sporadic unrest and no little sense of anxiety 
on the part of our people. After their terrible experiences it is 
difficult for them to rely as implicitly as they did before the recent 
disaster that their lives and property are secure under the protec- 
tion of the Palestine Administration, representing as agents the 
Mandatory Power. The feeling is natural, however groundless; but it 
indicates the first duty that now lies before those who are charged 
with the rule of Patestine which is to regain the confidence of those 
over whom they are placed. Some time must elapse before that 
confidence is fully restored, although the measures that have been 
taken by Str JoHN CHANCELLOR, the High Commissioner, to prevent 
anything like a recurrence of trouble must have done much to calm 
popular fears and to induce a return to normality. The energetic 
Steps he is taking for tracking down those responsible for the riots, 
or who took active part in them, is evidence of this; and for the 
moment there seems nothing better that Jews can do than 
to assist and support Str Joun in his endeavours. This is 
especially so in respect to the evidence that is being collected 
either for the purpose of bringing the malefactors to just punish- 
ment. or for assisting the Commission of Inquiry which is in 
Process of appointment by the Secretary for the Dominions and of 
which Str Wantrer SHaw has been nominated Chairman. From 
that Inquiry, as we mentioned last week, any question of what 
Lord PAssrreLp calls “ major policy’ has beenexeluded. We believe 
that isa mistake which will give any Official in Palestine into whose 
conduct in relation to the riots the Inquiry may desire to probe, the 
opportunity of successfully refusing to undergo the process by plead- 
ing that it would involve questions of “ major policy.” But the 
PRive MINISTER has stated that “ major p»licy " is to be considered 
by the Government and a determination come to upon the future 
implementing of the Mandate. Lord PASSFIELD made a similar 
announcement, and in addition wrote rather more definitely on the 
Point so far ag Jews are concerned in the course of a letter he 
addressed to be read at a Protest Meeting held in Leeds, and which 
we re-print om another page. The Dominions Secretary says 
that there ig to be no sort of divergence from the policy of 
the Balfour Declaration or the Mandate. But successive Govern- 
ents have made statements in almost identical terms, and yet 
the Palestine Administration carries out its daties in a spirit 
far alien from that of either documents. Is it doing 
80 in obedience to instructions from the Government? If not, 
then short shrift should be made of all who are performing 


strongly opposed to the course he adopted towards Zionism 
and National strivings. Bat whenever we felt bound to assume that 
attitude towards him we never were oblivious of his earnestnese 
and his sincerity. Neverdid we forget that Mr. MARSHALL, as was so 
characteristic of the man, bad declared more than once that in his 
view the only true answer to anti-Semitism was more Judaism! 
That in itself told volames of his fine qualities, which it would have

Christian Hymns. 

Tae letter which we print in another column from the Rey, 
A. A. Green, who upon his entry on Sunday next into his seventieth 
year will receive wide and general felicitations, should be 
For he ealls attention to the very dangerous 
lapse which has, more or less gradually, crept into Jewish 
religious practice of adapting or adopting Christian Hymna, 
or parodies of them, for the purpose. We do not suppose 
that Mr. GREEN would raise any less objection to such hymas 
being used for Sabbath or Festival services, although he stresses 
the partienlarly jarring effect such must. \have on all right- 
thinking Jews, when recourse is had to them for public worship on 
the Holy Days of Rosh Hashana and Yom Kippur. Nor is the fact 
that these hymns are arranged for children and not for adults 
any palliation of the offence. For many years similar adaptations 
Children’s Services held at the West 
London Synagogue, and what objection was raised to them was 
met by the plea that they were not intended for grown-ups. But in 
fact the services were constantly attended by men and women 
who did not go to the regular Synagogue services, with the result 
that when recently there was a revision of the Synagogue Prayer 
Book, some of these monstrosities were included. The purpose was 
declared to be to attract larger congregations: but the effect, so we 
learn, has been to decrease attendance in the aggregate by inducing 
those who were regular worshippers to stay away, while the 
hymns have not drawn to the Synagogue any large number of 
But thé evil 
of including these bymns is theie assimilative tendency and the 
moral effect they have in encouraging Jews to ape non-Jews. In 
children they must create confusion of mind, and in their elders 
accentuate the prevailing ignorance of the sublime beauty of Hebrew 
compositions and their unsurpassable fitness for Jewish devotional 
exercise.

And so on and so on; anyone would think the 
Press in this country was anti-Semitic and was bent upon rivalling 
frome of the despicable rags that strive to be worthy of that miser- 
aie creed in Central Europe. But I believe the phenomenon— 
for it is no hess—has to be accounted’for otherwise, and that 
toacertain extent we Jews. are not blameless. The fact is that 
the densest ignorance prevails regarding Jewish Nationalism or 
Zionism or as to Jewish aspirations concerning Palestine. And 
the reason is faulty propaganda. 


The extent, the quality and the manner in which propa- 
ganda has been carried on during the last twelve years or 
‘$0 have shown great deficiency, and for this the Zionist 
Urganisation has necessarily been responsible. In its desire 
to “rope in” important personages, Jews and non-Jews, it 
bas forgotten the man and the woman in the street for 
whom the newspapers with huge circulations and the popular 
magazines cater, and which re-act to the pre-conceived notions of 
their readers. One of the ablest Editors and one of the most 
Capable of Journalists, onee told me that he regarded the business 
of thé Press as being to lead its readers in the way they desire to 
£0 and not to show them any other way they should go. The clever 
Journalist, he said, is the one who interprets the opinions of 
his readers, and presents them with arguments in favour of those 
Opinions, I suppose there is a good deal in this, and s0 
if the masses have been left in ignorance concerning Zionism 
and the Jewish upbuilding of Palestine, itis no wonder that at a 
“ritical moment, such as that of the recent riots, the papers played 
MP to it. Anyway, it was the easy journalistic path to pursue, and 
‘he Weather was too warm for much exertion even of the mental 
sort such as would have been needed to expose the ignorance and 
throw the light of commonsense and facts upon it. 


THe death of Mr. Louis Marshall, news of which reaches me as I 

a writing, appears to have been a sudden ending to his life, 
although he had been ill for some weeks. But his illness, which so 
soon became grave, was very sudden, for he stepped from what 
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seemed to be perfect health and strength into the thick darkness 
of the valley. At the recent Conference of the Mixed Jewish 
Agency at Zurich, Mr. Marshall looked like one of the younger 
men present. His vigour was not abated and his energy and 
understanding were as keen as ever. He ruled and conducted the 
Conference with a steady and unfaltering hand, and despite the 
years Which Time had registered against him, he was one of the 
last men present who would have been marked by anyone as near 
uuto the rest eternal. He was a remarkable man, essentially, I 
ao Jewish patriot in his sentiments, and his influence 
and all-abounding personality were remarkable. Zangwill once 
describe] him to me as a “sky-seraper,” towering above and 
overwhelming all with whom he came into contact. He has 
been a good and faithful servant to Jewry and by his service he

An Unnecessary Appeal. 


The following appeared in yesterday's Jewish World. ‘Th: 
writes >— 


Mr. O. E. d’Avigdor Goldsmid, who is Chairman of the Appeal that 
is being made for the Jewish Religious Education Board, and Dr. A. Eichholz 
(Vice-President of the Board), send me a further letter as follows :-— 


We desire to thank you for your courtesy in publishing our letter in your 
last issue and to take this opportunity of warmly controverting the notes on our 
letter which appeared in the same issue. : 

You refer to “large sums of money hoarded away unused,” and point out 
that the Board has invested funds and therefore it is not at the end of its resources, 
and rere suggest that the “ pocket of the Board is bulging with untouched 
weaith. 

Tae fanded property of the Board was derived from legacies and donations 
of benefactors, and the capital is not available for the current requirements of 
the Board. It is desirable to state the actual facts of the position :— 

Tae annual reports of the Board for 1927 and 1928 shows a total expenditure 
on eda>ation of £5,091 and £5,302 respectively. Tae administrative expenditure 
for the same years amounted to £362 and £521. The income derived from the 
investments held by the Board for general purposes was for 1927, £1,346, and for 
192s, Pi,249. Tae interest on our mvestments. therefore, covered the whole of 
the administrative expenditure and contributed about one-eighth of the educa- 
tion ul ex donditure, leaving seven-cighths to be raised from the Community. Eve ry 


 subseribyr can feel that the whole of his’donation is available for educational 


work owing to the existence of these invested funds. 

We beve in our previous communication dealt with your suggestion that our 
capital resourc.s should be emploved to meet current income liabilities, and it is 
hirdly necessary uere to reiterate the statement that such a step would be contrary 
to the policy of every reputable voluntary institution, Jewish or otherwise. We 
leave it to the Jewish community to decide whether your description of the position 
of our funds quoted in this letter is justifiable,” 

There is little in this letter upon which I could comment without reiterating 
previous contentions. But when my correspondents say that the capital 
of tk> Funded property “is not available for the current requirements of 
the Board,” I should like to know why the form they issue for legacies, &c., 
doos not stipulate for anything of the kind. It would also be interesting to 
know which of the legacies they are refusing to touch (save so far as the 
interess yielded) had attached to it the condition that its capital sum was 
for ever to remain intact. The statement that “every reputable voluntary 
insti‘a\ion, Jewish or otherwise,” hoards its legacies or its accumulated

Mr. Louis Marshall (New York), 


We regret to announce that Mr. Louis Marshall, the well. 


known American Jewish leader, died at Zurich on Wednesday 
last. Mr. Marshall, who took a leading part in the format. aa 
the Mixed Jewish Agency attended the Conference at Zurich Jast 
month for the inauguration of that body. He was soon aft«, taken 
ill, and a severe operation was deemed necessary. Subseqiiently 
a second operation was performed, from which he did no: rally, 
The deceased was in his seventy-third year. 

Louis Marsball was born in Syracuse, New York, on December 14th 
1856. His parents were immigrants who had arrived in the Unite 
States almost penniless cnly a tew 
years before, so that by his valuable 
contribution to American life be 
exemplified in himself the folly of 
that policy that would bar the 
entrance of ‘foreign elements” into 
America. Mr. Marshal! attended 
the Syracuse High Schoo!, whence 
he graduated with bigh hon: urs. 
After reading law for two years, he 
studied at the Law Schoo! of 
Columbia University, o! taining his 
LL.B. degree. He returned to 
Syracuse and became a clerk in the 
(ffice of a law firm headed by Mr. 
William C. Reiger, subsequently 
Chief Justice of the Court of 
Appeals, becoming a member of the firm two years later, when he was 
admitted to the Bar. In 1894 he joined the New York City firm of 
Guggenheimer, Untermyer and Marshall. 

The deceased was regarded as an authority on questions involving 
the interpretation of the Constitutions of the United States and of the 
various States camprising it. He was the first citizenof New York State 
to sit in three consecutive conventions fur the revision of the State Con- 
stitution, being elected a delegate in 1890, 1894 and 1913. He was also 
Vice-Chairman of the Judiciary Committee. In 1902 he was appointedas 
a member of a committee to investigate conditions on New \ork's Past 
Side ; and in 1908 he acted as Chairman of a State Immigration Commis. 
sion. He was Vice-President of the New York State Bar Association, and 
succeeded Justice Brewer on the bench of the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 

Throughout his career, Mr. Marshall was an uncompromising 
opponent of the narrow and short-sighted policy that sought to close the 
gates of America to homeless wanderers and refugees from persecution. 
He appeared before numerous committees of the United States Congress 
in support of a more liberal and humane immigration policy, and as 
recently as 1924 he registered a public protest against the new American 
* qaota” laws and the hardships that resulted from them. 

Not less important than his public and legal work was Mr. Marshals 
constant and untiring activity on behalf of his fellow Jews An o itstand- 
ing figure in American Jewry, bis interest in the welfare of his brethren 
extended to almost every branch of Jewish life. Perhaps it was 
Jewish education that lay nearest to his heart. He was /irector 
and Chaitman of the Jewish Theological Seminary of America 
and Director of the Educational Alliance Jewish Protection and 
Aid Society. He also took a special interest in the establishment of 
a Jewish “ protectory” for delinquent children. But Mr. Marshall's Jewish 
activities were legion: he was Director of the New York brare) of the 
A liance Israélite Universelle, President of the American Jewish Com: 
mittee (a post in which ‘he succ2eded the late Dr. Cyrus Sulzberger ia 
1912) and President of Temple Emanu-el. He headed a deputat! p of the 
American Jewish Congress to Lansing in 1920 to seek help for | krasiae 
Jewry, and he was instrumental in raising, through the Joint Distribu 
tion Committee, many thousands of pounds for the relief of estitate 
Jews in Eastern Europ>. It is estimated that the charitable organisa 
tions in which Mr. Muarshall playel an active role have collected for

Weizmann ~ roped in” with his extended Jewish Agency Scheme. 
cs Mr. Marshall was one of the foremost champions of Jewish civil 
rights all over the world, and his innate sense of justice made him 
pitterly resent any discrimination against minorities. He was Chairman 
in 1919 of the ¢ ‘ommittee of Jewish Delegations, when the efforts of this 
orgavisation resulted in treaties being concluded with Poland, Roumania, 
Jugo-Slavia, Czecho-Slovakia, and other counties, by which the safe- 
guarding of the rights of minorities was made a matter of international 
concern and placed under the guardianship of the League of Nations. As 
early as 1911 he moved a resolution calling on the United States Congress 
to terminate its treaties with Russia on account of that country’s refusal 
to recognise passports issued by the American State Department to Jews; 
and he was identified with the great anti-pogrom demonstration in 1919, 
when 100,000 Jews marched through the streets of New York as a protest 
against the massacres of Jews in the Ukraine. Oneof his most important 
services to Jewry was his work at the Peace Conference at Versailles, 
when he was the chief spokesman of American Jewry in putting the case 
for the Jewish Minorities in Europe. As recently as 1926, he publicly 
protested against the Anti-Semitic régime in Roumania and the 
discrimination against its Jewish citizens openly tolerated by the Govern. 
ment of that country. 

With regard to the question of Jewish Nationalism, Mr. Marshall was 
an exponent of cultural Zionism and a more or less passive oponent of 
“political” Zionism. As has already been said, he was one of the leaders 
of the group of non-Zionist sympathisers with the upbuilding of Palestine 
for whose benefit mainly Dr. Weizmann devised his scheme for the 
extension of the Jewish Agency. His attitude is, perhaps, best expressed 
in hisown words. Ina public pronouncement in 1917, Mr. Marshall said : 


I never have been. and am not now, an anti-Zionist. I have never 
expressed myself adversely to the Movement. On the contrary I have from 
time to time spoken in its defence. . . In common with the late Dr 
Schechter, I have had the greatest sympathy with the cultural Zionism of 
“Abad Ha’am " and Duabnow, and have been interested in the establishment 
of a Jewish spiritual centre in Palestine. 


In so far as his somewhat restricted view of Zionism permitted, 
Mr. Marshall supported Palestinian undertakings. He was one of the 
organisers of the Jewish Agricultural Experiment Station founded by 
Mr. Aaron Aaronsohn for the purpose of developing the agricultural 
resources of Palestine, and he was one of the trustees of the Haifa 
Technicum. Although an ardent protagonist of the scheme for Jewish 
colonisation in Russia, when an arrangement was come to between the 
American United Appeal for European Relief and the United Palestine 
Appeal, and when the Mixed Jewish Agency was in prospect. Mr. 
Marshall lent his assistance to the Palestine Appeal. 

The final agreement between Zionists and non-Zionists in America 
with regard to the extension of the Jewish Agency was reached in 
January, 1927, when letters on the subject were exchanged between Mr. 
Marshall and Dr. Weizmann. It was agreed that a commission of non. 
partisan experts should proceed to Palestine to study the resources of the 
country and to prepare a report on the best way of building up Palestine, 
and to work out a plan for the conducting of the finances and the prepar- 
ing of the necessary budgets. The commission was also to consider the 
practicability of acquiring tracts of land in the territories adjoining 
Palestine. The Mixed Agency was to be formally constituted when 
this commission bad submitted its report. Mr. Marshall presided at the 
frst Conference inaugurating the Agency, which was held in Zurich 
last month. 

The degree of LL.D. was conferred upon the deceased by Syracuse 
University (of which he was a Trustee) in 1913, and that ot L.H.D. by 
the Hebrew Union College of Cincinnati seven years later. In 1927 the 
Degree of Doctor of Hebrew Literature, honoris causa, was conferred on 
bim by the Jewish Theological Seminary, in recognition of “ bis lifelong 
service in the defence of the rights of the Jewish people and his efforts 
in farthering the cause of Jewish learning and education.” He was also 
President of the New York State College of Forestry. Mr. Marshall 
married, in 1895, Florence Lowenstein, of New York, who predeceased 
bim in 1916. 

Un the occasion of his seventieth birthday in 1926, Mr. Marshall was 
the recipient of world-wide congratulations. On being presented bya 
committee headed by Dr. Cyrus Adler, with an address of congratulation 
“igned by over 8,000 people, Mr. Marshall said: “Ido not believe that 
anyone deserves special thanks for doing his duty. WhatI did was 
merely my duty. Ifit has been given to me to be able to do things, it is 
hot to my credit alone. In fact, 1 have often received credit for things 
others have done.” This modest expression of thanks by a great Jew 
Was typical of his unassuming nature and his great love for his people.

Mr. LEONARD GOLLANCE. 


__ An inquest was held at Torquay on Monday on the body of Leonard 
Gollance, 35, a metal merchant, of Bickenhall Mansions, London, youngest 
son of Sir Hermann and Lady (ollance, who died at the Torbay Hospital 
on Saturday after a fall from the third storey window of a Torquay hotel, 
where he had been staying with his mother. A chambermaid said that oa 
August 30th she was in a corridor and saw Mr. Gollance run across 4 bedroom, 
chmb on to the window-sill, and jump out. The Coroner (Mr. Ernest 
Hutchings) found that Mr. Gollance died from shock following injuries 
caused by jumping from a window in the hotel in a moment of sudden 
impulse. “It is very difficult to describe these things,’ he said. “I don't 
use certain words, as they are liable to cause misunderstanding and unneces- 
sary pain. It was a sudden impulse caused by a nervous etrain. The verdict 
I formally return is ‘ Suicide during a moment of mental lapae.” * 


Writing in yesterday's Jewrsn Wortp the Editor said 

The deepest sympathy throughout the Community will be felt with 
Rabbi Sir Hermann and Lady Gollancz in the bereavement they have sus- 
tained in the death of their youngest son, Mr. Leonard Gollance. The deceased 
was found to have : mmitted suicide in a moment of tem porary aberration, 
throwing himself out of a window at an hotel at which he was staying with 
his parents at Torquay. He lingered for some days before he passed away. 
A very distressing incident of the sad tragedy is the terrible shock cansed to 
Lady Gollancz, who, I hear, is lying in hospital at Torquay suffering very 
seriously. The health, too, of Sir Hermann has for some time been tenuoua, 
and at his age of seventy-seven the trial he has been called upon to bear is 
indeed heavy. He and Lady Gollancz may be assured that their sorrow is 
shared by all who know them. 

‘’ By-the-by, who was it that spread the totally untrue statement that 
Mr. Gollance had met his death through being run down by a motor? That 
was the story given ont every w here, and not alone was it a wrong thing to 
do, since untruth is always wrong, but it was fatuous. I suppose it arose 
from the silly legend that assigns a failure, even temporary, of the brain as 
something disgraceful, whereas the failure of any other bodily organ i not so 
considered. But what was to be gained by circulating the concoction I 
really do not know, and it is not nice to think that so close a friend of the 
Gollancz family, as Sir James Marchant, was -deceived by it. He wrote a 
somewhat fulsome appreciation of Mr. Gollance to The Times on Monday 
last, in which he embodied what struck me was in the circumstances a very 
out-of-place tribute te the poor man's parents and native home circle. Sir 
James, moreover, entwined into his story the wholly false assertion that the 
alleged * accident ' occurred while Mr. Gollance was performing a filial duty, 
and added to it sensationaliem by declaring that the motorist who was said 
to have killed the deceased drove off without waiting to see what had hap- 
pened. Sir James was evidently plied with these ‘facts’ by someone who 
performed a singularly ill-service. I know that if I had been motoring in 
Torquay about the time the imagined occurrence was said to have happened, 
I should not have felt happy at the possibility of being identified as a callous 
culprit. And, speaking for myself, I can only say that the tragedy appealed 
to me as all the more dire when I learnt that the original account of it had 
been manufactured ; and | expect there are many whom it similarly affected.”

In 
regard to the present position of the Amalgamated Hebrew Schools, the 
Chairman referred tothe satisfactory report of Mr. Herbert M. Adler, M.A., 
the Dir ctor of Jewish Education. The Chairman announced that the 
Lord Mayor and Lady Mayoress of Leeds, the Magistrates, Councillors 
and Guardians of the City would pay an official visit to the Synagogue on 
Saturday moroing, the 21st inst. 

Referring to the position of the Chebra Kadisha, which was managed 
by the Congregation, Mr. Wolfson deplored the fact that attention to 
that important religious duty was diminishiog. The administration of 
the last religious rites to the dying was a duty which should not, he 
thought, be shirked by anybody. It should not be left merely to paid 
officials. He appe.led for voluntary workers, both men and women, for 
the Chelre. 

The financial statement was presented by the Treasurer, Mr. Maurico 
Stross, who complimented the Congregation on the satisfactory state of 
the fnances. Messrs. L. Lightman, A Friedman, N. Hurwitz and D. 
Newton also spoke, and the balance-sheet was adopted. The motion for 
the adoption of the Synagogue Officials’ Pension Scheme was moved by 
Mr. M. Stross and supported by Mr. L. Lightman and Mr. B. Harrison. 


Jewish Board of Guardians. 


The monthly meeting was held at the Jewish Institute on Sunday. 
The President, Councillor H. Morris, J.P:, was in the chair. A vote of 
condolence was passed to Guardian Mrs. Joe Cohen in ber recent bereave. 
ment: Thanks were accorded to Mr. J. L. Brill’for a donation of £109 to 
the Victor Lightman Loan Fund, and to Mr. and Mrs. A. Frais for a 
donation to the Board's funds. Mr. 8S. Lightman, Treasurer, in presenting 
a financial statement, said that there was a sum of close upon £1,000 
owing to the bank. He hoped that the Synagogue Appeal during the High 
Festivals would be successful, so to enable the Board to wipe out the deficit. 
Daring the summer months, the money distributed in relief had averaged 
£110 per week. ‘Ihe amount advanced by the Victor Lightman Loan Fund 
to date hail reached a total of £5,799. They anticipated that there would 
be many calls on the Fund for further loans, and he trusted that all those 


who bad not yet lent sums of money would come to the assistance of the 
Board. |

generously towards the Palestine Emergency Fund ; but, however impor- 
tant that duty was, he said, they must not forget that they had a very 
Serious responsibility to their own local poor. 


Mr. 8. LIGHTMAN, speaking on behalf of the Finance Committee in the 
absence of its Chairman. regretted that so little had been done towards 
securing the necessary funds for the new offices of the Board. Mr. W.

Twenty-fifth Birthday Anniversary. 


By THE PRESIDENT. 


[In Interview. | 


The Tree of Life )rshiba in Thrawl Street, F., is abont to attain the 
twenty filth anniversary of its birthday. There is to be a celebration 
which is to take practical shape. The“ Yeshiba Eiz Chuim,” as it is 
more familiarly and affectionately known, is in dire need of fands to 
enable it to contioue its work, aod those at the helm of its affairs are 
taking the opportunity of lauachiog a big appeal. A “ Yeshiba Et2 Chaim 
Commemorati.n Fand” has been formed for the purpose. 

In the course of an interview (writes our representative), the President 
of the Y.shiba, Mr. W. Wachman, said: 

“The Institution was founded twenty-five years ago by Mr. Zinkin. 
It started with five or six students. Now we have nearly two bundred. 
This increase shows the progress which the Yeshiba has made during the 
quarter-of-a-centu:y of ita existence. There are about eighty-five full- 
day students and ninety who attend in the evenings. 

“The Yeshiba has been the means of introducing for the first time in 
this country a system of comprehensive study of the Talmud and Rab- 
binical Literature among the young people of Angle-Jewry. It has thus 
promoted among many of them a feeling of respect and admiration for 
everything that is cherished by OrtholJox Jewry. Many of those trained 
by the Yeshita now hold prominent positions in the Ministry. 

“ The ages of the evening stadents range from twelve to fifteen ; those 
of the day students from fifteen to twenty-two. Our aim is totrain young 
men to bc Mioisters, ialiimim and + hochetim.” 

Mr. Wachman, who has been the Instiiution’s President for the last 
twelve years, stressed the fact that they encouraged those whom they 
found fit to become Rabbis to pursue their secular studies at the College 
and University. At the moment, the number which did so was about 
fifteen. 

“It is interesting to note that, with the exception of three of our 
popils,” said Mr. Wachmas, “all are English-born boys. There are 
seven classes and one + pecial class mects in the evening from 8.30 to 10. 
It is conducted by the Principa), Rabbi Elijah Lapian, for the benefit of 
those engaged in bosiness during the day.” 

With regard to the upkeep of the Yeshida, Mr. Wachman said the 
expenditure was about £6,500 a year. Of this amount £1,000 per annum 
was received from the Jewish War Memorial; from the Ministere’ Fund 
in 1928 the lrstiba received £280; this year it bad received 4450. Bat 
the buik of the income is derived from voluntary cont:ibutions. This 
income is, however, hopelessly inadequate, with the result that there is 
at present a deficit of £2.5 0. 

There are now over sixty students in receipt of bursaries, and 
there are numerous applications from other students. The sum of £2,000 
was paid in bursaries and grants in 1924 and the amount thus spent 
is increasing. Grants are also allowed to students for secular education, 
season tickets and otber requirements. It has now been found necessary 
for the Yerhkiba to extend its sphere of activities. The materia! and 
enthusiasm are there, but progress is being retarded through lack of funds. 

This is the first occasion upon which an appeal of this nature is 
being made on behalf of this Institution. 


Robert Montefiore L.C C. Evening Institute. 

This Institate, formerly conducted at the Smith Street and Deal 
Street Schools, was transferred last October to its present site in Vallance 
Road, Whitechapel, where there is ample accommodation for over 1,000 
students. The Institute has two departments, one for the instruction of 
foreigners in English, for which twelve classes of varying grades have 
been arranged. Special methods are employed for those who have been 
in the country for some time and wish to learn to read and write. These 
classes are for students from l4 years of age and upwards. In the other 
department, which is for junior students only, from 14 to 18 years, 
commercial subjects are taught. Students will be enrolled on Monday 
evening next, at half-past seven, and enrolments will continue through- 
outthe week. Intending students are urged to emrol as early as possible, 
and not to defer this ttli after the High Festivals. Prospectuses may be 
obtained from the Head of the Institute, Mr. Pinkus Harris, L.R.A.M.

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MISCELLANY. 


An interesting commentary on the much discussed Wailing Wall in 
palestine is furnished by Mr. Robert Levi, of Paris, who writes to Tur 
Tres, that when he visited Jerusalem over fifty years ago the Jews then 
had Divine Services at the Wall, the equipment for the service consisting 
of an Ark, a Reading Desk for the officiating Rabbi, and benches for old 
people, the other worshippers standing. Mr. Levi writes this in contradic. 
tion of the recent statement of the Mufti of Jerusalem that Jews had never 
in the past claimed the right to pray at the Wailing Wall. 


Some time before this, Mr. Levi states, Sir Moses Montefiore had 
successfully negotiated with the Moslem authorities for the purchase of 
the whole area in front of the Wall, which was then, as now, covered by 
wretched insavitary hovels, to form a public garden on the site. This 
very desirable project fell through, however, owing to the rapacity of one 
of the Arab tenants. 


Although there is abundant evidence in the diaries of Sir Moses and 
Lady Montefiore of the purchase of land in and around Jerusalem, | 
cannot trace any reference to the Wailing Wall, excepting that con- 
tained in the lengthy report Sir Moses sent to the Deputies of 
British Jews from Jerusalem on his sixth visit to the Holy Land, in 1366. 
All the steps that Sir Moses took for the amelioration of the condition of 
the Jews io Palestine are set out in minute detail in his diary. 


The reference by Sir Moses in the diary is as follows, and it arose after 
the Moslem Governor of Jerusalem had paid a courteous visit to the aged 
philanthropist: “ The Governor during this visit kindly gave me permis. 
sion to erect an awning for the ‘ Wailing Place’ near the western wal! of 
the Temple, s6 as to afford shelter and protection from rain and heat to 
pious persons visiting this sacred spot.” 


The Editor of the JEWISH WORLD wrote truly when, in the last 
issue of that paper, be remarked concerning a Cartoon in an evening 
paper on the Arab barbarities in Palestine: 

Imagine, say, Tenniel, at a time of some national disaster, such as the 
Indian Mutiny, presenting such a conception as this miserable effort! Would 
Punce for an instant so have treated, say, the outbreak of atrocities in 
Baigaria 

On the same day that these lines appeared in print, PUNCH hada 
striking cartoon by that great cartoonist Sir Bernard Partridge, headed 
“The Palestine Mandate.” It represented Britannia with a sword in one 
hand and the scales of justice in the other, with a murderous horde of 
Arabs attacking the Jews in Jerusalem in the background. Britannia 
speaks these momentons words: “ They gave me the scales of Justice and 
her sword. I have used the scales. I had hoped not to have used the sword.” 


The mantle of Tennie! has fallen on Bernard Partridge who, through. 
oat his very artistic career, bas shown a broad-mindedness which is worthy 
of the great paper of whose staff he is so distinguished a member. Partridge 
was at one time an actor, and afterwards a designer in stained glass, before 
he joined the staff of PuxcH. He paints also in oils, water colour and 
pastel. His father was a famous surgeon, Professor Richard Partridge, 
President of the College of Surgeons, and his uncle, John Partridge, was 
portrait painter extraordinary to Queen Victoria. 


Many people are asking who is Mrs. Vera Bryce, who contributed 
the handsome sum of £10,000 to the Palestine Relief Fund. This kind. 
hearted lady is the daughter of the late Sir David Salomons, the second 
Baronet. 


Mrs. Albert Van den Bergh is the third generous person who has 
made a gift of £500 to Mr. George Lansbury in response to his appeal 
for providing funds for park shelters and forms of amusement such 
as sand pits for children. The sand pits are a source of endless joy and 
bappiness to the poor children, to many of whom itis the nearest possible 
approach to the pleasures of digging in the sand at the seaside. 


It is not yet decided which park will benefit from Mrs. Van den Bergh's 
gift, but it is to be hoped that Victoria Park will be selected, as that is 
the park in the East End which is situated in a district crowded with Jewish 
children to whom shelters and sand-pits would be a great boon. I under- 
stand that the Office of Works contemplates using Mrs. Van den Bergh's 
gift for shelters and sand-pits in Bushey Park. Surely the poor and crowded 
beighbourhood of Victoria Park have a prior claim, and I hope that 
efforts will be made to bring this to fruition.

“The heavens detiare the glory of God, and the firmament 
sheweth His handiwork, 
.&@ “The commandment of the Lord is pure, enlightening the eyes.” 


The nineteenth [Psalm, which commences with astudy of natural 
phenomena, that calls forth the praise of the Creator of the heavens, 
continues with a consideration of the moral government of earthly lives 
| —an attempt at an explanation of creative purposes. Many of the psalms, 
ey with which we are familiar, are concerned with an expression of the 
& i awe and reverence with which the poet is filled by the observation of the 
marvels and wonders of the universe. “ When I see Thy heavens, the work 
| of Thy hands, the moon and the stars, which Thou hast ordained. What 
is man,’that Thon art of him, or the son of man, that Thou visitest 
i him “?’ (Psalm viii). “ Bless the Lord, O my sou! ; O Lord my God, Thon art 
Be very great. Thou art clothed with honour and majesty. Who coverest 
vs the world with light as with a garment, who stretchest out the heavens 
a | like a cu:tain "(Psalm civ.).

The reverence with which we contemplate 
the new evidences cf God's handiwork is accompanied by an 
astonishment of man’s capacity to apprehend them. That astonishment 
can never be expressed in more fitting terms than those used by the 
psalmist already quoted. “And Thou hast made him a little lower than 
the augels, and bhastcrowned him with glory and with majesty.” | Psalm viii’. 
Man himself is God's createst miracie, greatest perhaps when he refuses 
to limit his study to a contemp-ation of the maternal universe, when he 
will not content himself with a simple apalysis of that which he 
fods around hm. The heavens, at the furthest point that bis eye 
can reach or his mind can contemplate cannot satisfy his eager mind. 
He must know why, whence, and whither. And this demand 
takes him far beyond the pbysical world. He reaches forth to grasp 
. spiritual values. He seeks to know the moral purposes that underlic 
ay physical phenomena. He has discovered among the latter sufficient to 
teach him of the harmocny of the heavenly spheres, of a perfected order 
of creation, of a Divipve mind that still rules the universe it created. 
From all these things he learns to contemplate a harmony on earth of 
human souls, a perfected order of human life, a humanity that is also 
ruled by the same Divine mind. 

Love and mercy, coodness, beauty, truth, are no less r al than any of 
the manifestations of the physical world. And though they cannot be 
weighed in any scales that science may devise, they are tried in God's 
balances, they are of His creation, they have been witness to His role. 
There are here law and order, Divinely concéived, and Divinely 
made to prevail on earth. And it is by a matural process that 
the Psaimis$ passes to their contemplation. To them also would he 
bring his tribute of praise a@adireverence. To the law of God, perfect in 
its ideals, bringing rest and restoration to the soul. To the testimony of 
the Lord, that thouzh a uan attain not to the wisdom of the sciences, 
may make him wise from out his own simplicity. To those Divine pre- 
cepts, which, since they tem to upright lives, bring joy to faithfal hearts. 
To the commandment, wh'th because it encourages to purity, enlightens 
eyes, which, for lack of it would surely walk in darkness. These things 
also tell of the glory of God and bear witness to His handiwork. The 
soul that aspires after truth, the mind that is wise with Heaven!y wis- 
dom, the heart that can rejoice humbly, the eyes that have been 
enlightened by purity, they also declare God's praise, they are also a 
revelation of His glory. Nor, juiged even by more mundane standards 
are these virtues to be despised.

Although the text says nothing about the accusation of the parents 
having been proved to the satisfaction of a tribunal before the penalty is 
inflicted upon the son, Driver is right in asserting, “ No doubt this i« passé ad 
over as an understood thing in the case of a criminal charge.” The necr<«: y 
of having two witnesses applied to every case which involved the death 
penalty (xvii., 6}. According to the procedure which is described in the 
Talmud (Sanhedrin 71b).the rebellious son had first to be warned in the 
presence of two witnesses, and castigated in the presence of three: 

Verse 22. “And thou hang him.” [ft is to be noted that the hanging 
followed the act of execution. Compare also Joshua x., 26, and II Samuel! 
iv.,12. The Hebrews did not recognise hanging as a method of putting a 
criminal to death. The corpse was subsequently exposed merely as a 
proof that the jadgment of the Court had been carried into effect. 

Verse 23. “All bight.” Sisce the reason for the exposure of the 
body was a demonstration to the people that the law had been vindicated, 
that purpose would no longer be served after nightfall, becanse few 
persons walked about in the dark. 

“A reproach unto God.” The Hebrew phrase has given rise to 4 
multitude of explanations ; but the one which is adopted in this transla. 
tion, and follows the comment of Rashi, is the most acceptable. The 
human being is formed in the Divine image, and as aconseqnuence even 
the corpse of an executed malefactor must be treated with respect. As 
soon as the requirements of justice had been fulfilled, the body was to 
be given decent interment. The word : 
meaning, viz., something treated lightly Sp». 

The translation of the Revised Version is “he that is hanged is 
accursed of God,” which is explained as follows: The crimina) bore upon 
him the brand of God's curse, and the offence for which he suffered the 
extreme penalty defiled the land (compare “thou sha!t put away the 
évil from the midst of thee” in verse 21). Therefore it was necessary to 
remove the defilement as soon as was practical. There are objections 
to thisexplanation. It is imcorrect to say that the crime polluted the 
land of Israel, and for that réason all trace of it must be obliterated as 
quickly as possib'e. A reference to Numbers xxxv., 34, shows that it is 
the unerpiatel offence that bas the power of defiling; but in thr case 
under consideration, the law had taken its stern course. And if the 
unburied corpse could cause defilement, as suggested, that shonid 
have been a reason for not exposing it at all, and burying it immediately 
after the execution! 

The fact is that final clause of the verse is wrongly interpreted’. Ihe 
conjunction vav has an adversative force and the translation should be, 
“Bat thou shalt not defile.” The sense of the verse is this: Since the 
human being is created in the Divine image and the hanging of ov of 
God's creatures is a reproach to His honour, a strict time limit is set to 
the exposure. Bat the dignity of the human being must not be ur-ed 48 
an argoment against capital punishmesat. It would be wrong to employ 
the idea of “a reproach unto God,” to prevent the law from ta'ing 
course; for then, the crime would remain unpunished and the ‘aod 
defiled as a consequence.

Do you remember the lady novelist you met some little time back ? 
She was with us again the other evening, and as we sat in the garden in 
the cool of the day we talked about the vogue of novels in ourtime. The 
pumber of novel writers is legion ; doubtless their books ali find readers, 
for mankind dearly loves @ story, and the female part of mankind seems 
to have a special weakness fora story. The lady novelist was suggesting 
that women are the great novel readers, just as women nowadays form 
the majority of novel writers. I cannot say whether this opinion had an 
obvious bias. But when the author went on to elaborate her theme, 
she appealed for illustration to the character of feminine conversation. 
When women talk, they love to talk about true stories, about things that 
have actually happened to themselves or their friends. Perhaps that is 
why, she a ided slyly, women are such scandal-mongers. 

As she was speaking there flashed across my mipd—I cannot say for 
what reason—the recollection of the scriptural stories which our grand. 
mothers read, year in year out, for centuries. The two volumes occupy 
a place of honour on my shelves; they are called APN AONE, or more 
popular! enno-renno, from the text of the Song of Songs which being 
translated denotes “Go ye forth and see.” The work which was first 
pablished towards the end of the 16th century, consists of a running 
translation of the Pentateuch into Yiddish, and the translation is adorned 
with bomilies; moral lessons and stories. For two centuries and more 
this was the mainstay of the reading of the majority of Jewish women. 
Sabbath after Sabbath they perused the appropriate Sedra in their 
edition of the Pentateuch, and it is of interest to see the quality of the 
literature provided for their edification. 

Stories abounded in the collection—for the most part intended to 
drive home a moral. I remembered one in particular which has always 
tickled my fancy, and I recounted the story to the lady novelist, freely 
paraphrasing the original. 

When women are good, they have no equal; but when they are bad, 
they likewise have no equal—as King Solomon demonstrated. The 
Sanhedrin once reminded the King of his opinion, expressed in 
Ecciesiastes: “One man among a thousand have I found; but a woman 
among ail these have I not found.” Yet they knew of many virtuous 
women, women of worth, iu the world. To whom King Solomon replied:

Summer Schools. 


From Mr. ISIDORE WARTSKI. 

To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 
Srn.—Are Jewish Sommer Schools worth while? 


I think they are, and that they deserve greater support and encourage- 
ment from the Community. They bring a number of young men and 
women within the circle of an absorbing environment, and create 
impressions and friendships that widen their outlook. 

The preliminary arrangements for a Sammer School are heavy 
enough, but these are merely the precurser of considerable team work 
upon the success of which the good order of the School depends. 

Eighty orninety young people of both sexes, from the large cities, 
left to their own resources in a remote country honse, a college hostel, in 
a town of some 10.000 inhabitants, or @ preparatory school in an out of 
the way shrimping village, reqaire just more than a host or hostess to 
ensure success, and | am disappointed there are not more public-spirited 
men and women who will give @ few days of their time to enhance their 
prestige. 

These Summer Schools introduce our people en masse to a wider com- 
munity, and a certain re sponsibility is cast upon our shoulders for the 
impressions they create. A better understanding of other peopies’ senti- 
ments, more respect for their Day of Rest, and a more restrained 
demeanour in public places would be helpful. 


Bangor is the home of many Sammer Schools, all of which are 


accompanied by full staffs of responsible men and women who throw 
themselves keen!y into the work and amusements of the Schools. They 
are also encouraged by frequent visits of leading men and women in their 
particular thought. 

Jewish Summer Schools might well follow their example. I would 
suggest that more personal service of this nature would make for greater 
success.

Government Policy : Important Statement. 


FURTHER WORLD-WIDE PROTESTS. 

The following letter was addressed to the Hon. Mr. R.D. Denman, M.P.., 
of Leeds, by Lord Passfield, the Colonial Secretary, and was read at 
the Protest Meeting at Leeds reported below : 

“Your friends in Leeds will, I am sure, be glad to know that the 
situation in Palestine is now reported to be generally quiet. There 
continue, of course, to be local incidents and attacks, but these are now 
of a minor character and are being successfully dealt with by the Pales. 
tine Government with the assistance of the forces which are now at their 
disposal. 

“You will of course have seen from to-day’s TIMES of the Commission 
of Inquiry which I have set up at the request of the High Commissioner 
to inquire into the immediate causes which have led to the recent out- 
break, including the extent to which it may be regarded as having been 
preconcerted or due to organised action. This Commission will consist of 
one Member of Parliament from each of the political parties, under the 
Chairmanship of Sir Walter Shaw, who bas had a distinguished record of 
service in the Colonies and who, five years before his retirement in 1926, 
held the very important appointment of Chief Justice in the Straits 
Settiements. The Commission will leave for Palestine before the end of 
this month, and will, I hope, succeed not only in elucidating the causes 
which have led up to the recent unfortunate occurrences in Palestine, 
but will also provide valuable material which will assist the Govern. 
ment in its consideration of the future line of policy in Palestine to be 
followed Within the terms of the Mandate. 

“Ip view of the suggestions which have been made in certain quarters, 
I have thought it well to make it quite clear that the Goverement has no 
idea of reconsidering the British tenure of the Mandate for Palestine. and 
has no intention of departing from the policy laid down in the Balfour 
Declaration of 1917, and embodied in the Mandate. of establishing in 
Palestine a National Home for the Jews. It is, indeed, not contemplated 
that the position of Palestine in regard to the Mandate will be altered in 
any Way. 

“In the meantime, the Palestine Government is already taking steps 
to collect, before it has disappeared, evidence as to whether the recent 
disorders were spontaneous or preconcerted, and is also taking energetic 
measures to apprehend and bring to trial individuals guilty of taking part 
in these disorders. 

' Our friends, and indeed the whole country, can rest assured that 
His Majesty's Government is doing all in its power to support the 
Palestine Government in its task of restoring order and in the measures 


Which it will be necessary to take to prevent a recurrence of these 
troubles.”

The Grand Mufti referred to the Jewish demonstration on August 
15th at the Wailing Wall, which he declared was made not from religious 
but political motives. There were many incidents of Jews insulting, 
attacking, and injuring Arab men, women and children. One of these 
incidents resulted in the death of a Jew from wounds, and this was used 
by the Jews (according to him) as an excuse for a farther demonstration. 

’ Threats continned to be levelled at Moslems,” he claimed, “ until 
Friday, August 23rd, when large numbers of Moslems came to Jerusalem 
for prayer. The Jews shut up their shops and retired into their quarters. 
During and after prayer I called upon all Moslems to return to their 
Villages quietly, but owing to a large number of them—with the usual 
Mosiem sense of display—bearing swords, daggers and sticks, the Jews 
either were taken by panic or deliberately provoked an Arab attack by 
liring revolvers and throwing bombs, thus turning peaceful demonstrators 
into a frenzied and uncontrollable mob. 

News quickly spread throughout Palestine that Jews were attacking 
Arabs and that the holy places were in danger, and there was a conse- 
quent rising of the whole country. The fact of no armed forces being 
available other than the police goes to show that the Government also 
thought no trouble would come from the Arabs.” 

The Grand Mofti farther stated that had the attacks by the Arabs 
been premeditated others steps would have been taken for simaitaneous 
attacks on all Jewish colonies and séttlements, the cutting of telegraph 
wires and similar aggressive measures. He was convinced that an 
impartial inquiry would show that Jews had been chiefly responsible for 
the outbreaks. * 

“A well-known American writer,” he said, “ who came. to Palestine 

to study the Zicnist temperament, stated that they were precipitating 4 
crisis. The Jews desecrated the tomb.of Saidna Oukash and another 
tomb of historic value in the same mosque. Covers were torn and ail 
religious books, inclading the Koran, were torn up. The house of the 
Imman was broken into and looted. Moslems had previously asked for a 
guard for this mosque, and this was supplied in the form of two Jewish 
policemen who at the time of the desecration were either absent or 
asleep. In fairness tothe Jews I must mention that previous to this 
occurrence a synagogue had been burnt down. 

“It is noticeable that individual Jews walk through the Arab quarters 
without molestation, but Arabs, men or women, cannot show theinselves 


in the Jewish quarters without an-escort. During the last nine days 
there have been several attacks by Jews on Arabs, which is going the 
right way to create further trouble... Itis very diMficuit to hold the 


Arabs from making reprisals. The natare of the wounds inflicted goes to 
prove thatthe Arabs were in most cases armed only with sticks and 
knives, whilst the Jews bad rifles and revolvers.” 

The Arab Executive has met and bas discussed the new situation in 
Palestine and Sir John Chancellor's Manifesto. It has decided to send 
a delegation to London to protest against the pro-Zionist policy of 
the Government and to demand the establishment of a democratic 
Government in Palestine and the abolition of the Balfour Declaration. 


Memorandum by the Vaad Leumi. 


The Chief Rabbinate. the Vaad Leumi, and the Agudat Yirrde! 
Organisation have submitted a Memorandum to the High Commissioner, 
Sir John Chancellor, explaining the Jewish case in connection with the 
riots in Palestine. The Memorandum states that the time has not yet 
arrived for the Jewish bodies to submit a full sammary of the days of terror 
in Palestine. Indéed, the 
atan end, and daily fresh news of Jewish victims continues to arrive. 
As the representative Jewish bodies, however, they hasten to acquaint 
the High Commissioner with the Jewish opinion on the terrible events 
and the urgent Jewish demands. 

i.-The memorandum draws attention to the fact that strong 
propaganda has been conducted against the Jews in Palestine for a 
considerable time, openly and secretly. The Wailing Wall question was 


chosen by the anti-Jewish agitators as a pretext, merely because 
they found it easy to excite the fanatical Moslem masses on 4 
religious problem. The Mufti of Jerasalem, who is also the head 


of the Supreme Moslem Council, eight years ago posed as the protector of 
the Arabs against alleged Jewish threats to the Arab homes in the country, 
and now he is appearing before the masses as the protector of Mosiem 
Holy Places. The complacent attitade 9f the Government towards the 
anti-Jewish propaganda bas created a feeling among the Jews that there 
are persons in the Government who favour this propaganda. 

2?9-—The Government ignored all warnings given to it by the Jewish 
bodies after the incident at the Wailing Wall on the Day of Atonement and 
by ignoring all insults to the Jews atthe Wailing Wall only strengthened the 
handsof the anti-Jewish propagandists. Moreover, by permitting the new 
Moslem structures at the Wailing Wall and by permitting the opening of 
a new door which converted the Walling Wall area into a public thorough. 
fare the Government made the already serious situation still more 
dangerous. 

3.—The Government made no effort to deny anti-Jewish libels spread 
among the Arabs. 

4.—The Government's action immediately before the last sad events 
could only have created an impression among the Arabs that it shared 
their views. It permitted the Moslems to hold a demonstration at the 
Wailing Wall against an alleged Jewish move to seize the Mosque of 
Omar, and in an official statement it compared the Arab demonstration at 
the Jewish Holy Place with the demonstration held by the Jewish youth 
on 9th Ab, the Jewish national day of mourning, at their own place 
of worship, although the Jewish demonstrators did not insalt anybody 
and the Moslem demoastrators desecrated the Jewish Holy Place by 
burning Jewish prayer books and destroying religious objects. The 
Government also failed to arrest the Moslem demonstrators who com. 
roitted those crimes. 

5.—When the Arab attack en masse on the Jews begin the Jewish 
population was left for days witaout any protection. The police in 
many cases only pat in an appearanee after the rioters had wrought 
destraction. In some cases the police merely looked on at the rioting. 


The Government continued to answer the Jewish calls for heip by saying 
that it had the situation in hand, though the anti-Jewish rioting was 
in full progress. ae 

6.—On 23rd August, the day when the first attack on the Jews was 


reign of violence in the country is not yet - 
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made in Jerusalem, no effort was made by the Government to suppress 
it with a fem hand when the assailants began their isolated attacks on 
Jews and their property. This encouraged the rioters to believe that 
the Government had no objection to a big attack on the Jews. 

7.—The Government did nothing to help the Jews, who organised 
their self-defence and repuised the first onslaughts of the Arabs in the 
various suburbs of Jerusalem and in the old city. Even the Diskin 
Orphanage, with its 300 children, was only saved by Jewish defenders, 
as the Government sent no help there. 

&—The attack on Attarath, Arza, Motza, Kiryath Anavim, Beth 
Havra, Talpioth, Mekor Chaim, Nve Shaanan and other settlements, 
near Jerusalem, which began in the morning on the 24th August, 
accom panied by incendiarism, pillage and shooting, was only prevented 
from assuming the dimensions of the Hebron and Safed massacres by the 
heroic self-defence of the Jews. The settlements which the Jews were 
unable to defend had to be evacuated. 

9 —The Government failed to punish the rioters and looters who 
plundered Jewish property. None of the agitators and instigators of the 
riots were arrested. 

10.—The responsibility of the officials for the Hebron massacre is 
very heavy. When the Arabs made their first attempts to attack the 
Jewish homes, also killing a student of the Yeshiba on Friday, 23rd 
Angaust, no steps were taken to defend the Jews in the city. The police 
there appeared in the streets carrying sticks, instead of their usual arms, 
and before their eyes sixty-three Jews, Jewesses and children were 
massacred. A few shots in the air conld have prevented the massacre. 

11.—What happened in Hebron was allowed to be repeated in Safed a 
week later. The Jewish quarter there was burnt and looted and Jews 
were killed and wounded because no protection Was given to them. 

12.—The rioting was allowed to continue. At Beth Shan, Tel-Aviv 
and Haifa the Jews were attacked. Beer-Tuvia was destroyed, the Jewish 
part of Ekren was ruined, ‘and ‘Artof, Hulda and Kfaruria were burnt. 
Gedera was attacked and much of the Jewish produce in Lower Galilee 
was burnt. 

13.—The Government instead of helping the Jewish self-defenders 
and giving tbe Self-Defence Companies all the means to protect the Jews, 
impeded their work, deprived them of their arms at a time when the 
assailants were still armed and even arrested them and sent them for 
trial as criminals. 

14.—The order of the Government suspending telephonic communi- 
cations deprived colonies which were attacked and threatened of the 
possibility of applying for immediate help. There was also a strict 
censorship imposed on telegrams sent abroad, and ali newspapers, 
including those which preached peace, were suspended. 


The Memorandum summarises the sitaation created as follows:— | 


S avage bands attacked the peaceful Jewish settlers in the country, who 
were engaged in the building up of the country with the aid of worild- 
wide Jewry, and killed Jews, Jewesses and children, outraged women, 
severed limbs of Jewish bodies, desecrated Scrolls of the Law, burnt 
Synagogues and pillaged Jewish property forten days. Nevertheless, the 
official Governnient statements only speak of the events as if a quarrel 
occurred between the Jews and the Arabs, without any certainty as to 
whether the former or the latter were the aggressors. This state of 
affairs constitutes an attack on the honour of Jewry. 

“ We firmly believe,” states the Memorandum signed by Chief Rabbi 
Kook, Rabbi Uziel, Rabbi Blau (Agudat Yisrael), Messrs. Benzvi, 
E. Berlin and C. Solomon ()aad Leumi), that the Government could have 
prevented the riots and that only an Administration which is devoted to 
the maintenance of peace and the carrying out of the Mandate will 
restore normal and peaceful life in the country.” 

In conclusion, the Memorandum demands: the appointment of a 
Commission of Inquiry into the riots, which should be independent of the 
Government; the increase of military posts and the enrolment of Jewish 
policemen ; the establishment of Jewish defence forces under the control 
of the Government, which should be posted in the Jewish colonies; the 
release of the Jews arrested for possessing arms and the suspension of 
searches for arms among the Jews; the arrest and trial of all guilty 
persons, including the agitators, instigators and neglectful Government 
officials; compensation to the Jewish sufferers and the reconstruction of 
the destroyed property and dwellings by the Government; relief for the 
sufferers, medical aid and the restoration of the evacuated Jews to their 
homes; the imposition of adequate fines on Arab villages which lodged 
attacks on Jewish settlements, and the promulgation of a scheme for 
the self-defence of the Jewish settlements to be devised jointly by the 
Jewish settlements and the Government. 


Jewish Boycott of Arab Village Produce. 

Thirteen Sheikhs have written to the Grand Mufti, declaring that 
the Jewish boycott of the Arab village produce threatens the villagers 
with economic ruin. The Sheikhs, therefore, deinmanded that the Grand 
Mufti should adopt measures to secure the abolition of the Jewish boycott. 

Large quantities of fruit and vegetables are rotting away, as a result 
of the loss of the Jewish market in the villages near Hebron ; and the 
Arabs, who are suffering heavy losses, are throwing all the blame for their 
misfortune on the Arabs who attacked the Jews. As a result of this 
situation, the two Arab camps there are in an open quarrel. 

The Arab villagers near Petach-Tikvah have invited the Jewish 
leaders of Petach-Tikvah to peace parleys and have expressed their 
regret at the recent occurences. 

The Arab workers who were employed at Petach-Tikvah and other 
colonies are anxious to return to work, but the Arab agitators refuse to 
allow them todo so. Asa result of this, fighting has occurred between 
the Arabs who are friendly to the Jews and those who are hostile, and 
a number of persons have been wounded. 

Skirmishes have occurred between Jews and Arabs near the Wailing 
Wall as a result of an attack made on an Arab by unknown individuals. 
The police, however, have suppressed the attempted rioting and have 
arrested a few Arabs. The Wailing Wall has been almost deserted by 
Jews since the crisis. The Arabs are continuing their building work at 
the Wall, and the Government has declined to interfere, on the grounds 
that the status quo is not being violated. 

Selling Poisoned Fruit. 
An Arab fruitmonger has been arrested in Tel-Aviv for selling poisoned 


fruit to the Jews. A thorough chemical examination of the fruit has been 
ordered.

Hebron Jewry’s Position. 
(From a Correspondent.) 


Shall the Jews give up Hebron, one of the oldest continuously inhabited 
towns in the world, with a considerable Jewish population, or, de«pite 
the gruesome massacre, the destruction of property and the inse irity 
which is bound to be felt by the Jewish population in the near future at 
least, remain in the city and build up there a strong fortress of recon. 
structed Jewish life? This problem is now agitating many circles of 
Palestinian Jewry, who consider that the abandonment of Hebron wonld 
be a surrender to Arab terrorism. 

Not all Jews left Hebron after the attack; some remained and are 
still there now ; they courageously refused to evacuate the city and “vive 
up @ position.” All facts and details, including photographs and other 
evidence of the horrible atrocities of Hebron, have been collected and 
embodied in a special memorandum for submission to the Government 
and to the Inquiry Commission. Some of the facts concerning Ilebron 
already brought together throw a strange light om the activities of the 
Palestinian Government. As far back as early in June, Jewish visitors to 
the Cave of Machpelah in Hebron were constantly attacked by young 
Arab riff-raff. The situation became much worse after the number of 
Jewish police at the Cave was reduced from six to two. 

The District Officer at Hebron, Arif-el-Arif, who took no steps what. 
ever to defend the Jews and had declined to arm the police, himse'f 
participated in the riots of 1920. He was then sentenced to imprisonment, 
but was amnestied by Sir Herbert Samuel, appointed by him Chief secre. 
tary of Transjordap, and eventually made District Officer of lebron. 
He is still there, still representing the Government of Palestine, st 
responsible for the maintenance of law and order and Jewish security.

Im the course of a few 
weeks thousands of hands will be required to pick, pack and despatch 
the fruit. 


Last year, considered a bad one, Palestine exported 1,600,000 cases . 


of oranges. This year with the crop so plentifal and the number of fruit- 
bearing trees grown, it is expected that the number of cases for export 
will reach over 2,250,000. There is a great demand for the Palestiaian 
orange which has earned for itself such an enviable reputation in the 
fruit markets of the world. 

It is only natural that the orange growers are much concerned 
about help. Very few Arab workers will yenture into a Jewish colony 
this year, and many & Jewish colonist will turn from employing workers 
from villages which participated in the attack. There will no doubt be a 
scarcity of workers unless new certificates are issued at once. The 
Yishud, therefore, demands just now, and for purely economic regsons, the 
re-opening of Jewish immigration. Open Palestine for free and 
norestricted Jewish immigration, is the chief demand of the Yishub. 

There is also expected a renewed building activity. The Jews are 
determined to rebuild in the shortest possible time all destroyed settic- 
ments and houses and they are looking forward to help from abroad. 


Englishwoman’s Account of the Disorders. 


The MANCHESTER GUARDIAN on Monday published a letter received 
from a young London woman who lives in Jerusalem with her husband, 
a Government official. Dated August 27th, the letter gives a graphic 
account of recent happenings. She says: 

“A fortnight or soago there was renewed friction when the Moslems 
tried to establish a right of way to the mosque via the Wall, a quite 
unnecessary proceeding. Then on Friday, the 16th, there was an unusual 
crowd of Jews assembled in Jerusalem—a quite innocent coincidence, 
people having come from a distance on a pilgrimage which happened {to 
fall just then, but it considerably alarmed the Moslems, who were already 
very windy on the subject of the Jews’ covetousness and supposed 
promises from the Government concerning them, and, of course, they 
immediately thought their precious sacred ground was threatened. 

“It happened that the same day, or the Saturday following, the 
Prophet's birthday was celebrated in the great mosque, and to the large 
crowds gathered there flery speeches were made. The Jews wanted the 
Wailing Wall, they said. When they had that they wculd want the 
Mosque of Omar and next they would want the Mosque of Aksar, and the 
Government were going to help them, and rather than they should 
succecd every drop of Moslem blood should be spilt to save its boly 
piaces, etc... ctc.

Future Defence Proposals. 


The Jews have received assurances from the High Commissioner that 
the troops now in the country will remain there until perfect order is 
restored. For the future Sir John Chancellor says that be will propose 
to the Colonia! Office that there shall be a permanent smal! garrison in 
the country. In addition, the pelice force will be re-organised, to consist 
of equal numbers of British, Jewish and Arab policemen. 

Sir John Chancellor has also promised to increase the number of 
British investigating jadges in the country. 

Air Vice-Marshall Hagh C. T. Dowding arrived in Jerusalem on 
Wednesday and bas taken over command of the British forces in Palestine. 


Arab Banditry. 


Although open aggression has been practically suppressed, Arab 
banditry is still the dread of Jewish settiers. In many colonies and 
villages Arab thefts of cattle, grain and other produce, and looting of 
Jewish houses continue to cause grave anxiety. Police and military 
reinforcements; however, are preventiog any large scale activities and 
there is a definite move homewards of swarms of imported Bedouins. 


The Strain of Suspense. 


The Women's International Zionist Organisation has been receiving 
regular letters from Mrs. Maisel-Schochat, the Principal of the Girls’ 
Agricultural choo! at Nahalal. Ooe dated August 28th says: “ Siace 
Saturday, the 24th we have been prepared to resist attacks. Watch was 
kept night and day—by the men only of course, the women remaining 
indoors. Nothing has taken place so far at Nabalal iteelf—the iahabitants 
are tired out, the men with ceaseless watchiog and the womea with 
anxiety.” | 

On the following day she writes: “ Nahalal is still quiet; although 
there are fires in the neighbourhool every night. Last night there were 
fires in Schecha-brek not far from us. All the unthreshed corn of this 
year has been burnt up. In twoothber neighbouring settlements, attempts

at incendiarism were made, but our watchmen were able to frustrate 
them.

It is impossible to watch 
every corner on a dark night. The girls are now quite caim. Work goes 
on every day in the School and order is preserved—our labourers have 
formed part of the watch, so no work is being done on the land.” 


Debate at the League of Nations Council. 


Mr. Procope (Ficland), on behalf of the Permanent Mandates Com: 
mission, has presented the report of the Commission to the Council of 
the League of Nations, and has expressed his great regret at the occur- 
rences in Palestine. 

Mr. Arthur Henderson, in his reply. reported on the riots in Pales- 
tine, and gave details of the casualties suffered during the riots. He 
declared that the sitnation was now well in hand. He expressed bis 
great regret at the occurrences, and be declared that the cffenders 
would be tried by civil covrts, as martial law was not proclaimed 
in the country. He also reported on the appointment of a Commission 
of Ioquiry into the riots, and he assured the Council that the British 
Government continued to adhere to the policy of the Mandate and the 
Balfour Declaration. 

Mr. Briand, Dr. Stresemannp, Mr. Zaleski (Polish Minister for Foreign 
Affair-) and Mr. Tituleseun (Roumania), expressed satisfaction with Mr. 
Henderson's statement. Mr. Briand also declared that effective measures 
have been adopted on the Syrian frontier to prevent the incursion of 
Syrian Arabs into Palestine. 


Manifesto by League Against Imperialism —

The Zionists and Social Democrats have been the most bitter enemies 
of the Arab national revolutionary movement. They have prevented the 
united front of the Jewish and Arab workers and peasants for the overthrow of 
British Imperialism and the establishment ofa free lalestune. They have, on 
the contrary, taken steps to demand the conversion of the Lritish mandate in 
Palestine into open and flagrant annexation to the British Empire. .. .

London Jews’ Account of Arab Massacres. 


How the Victims Faced Death. 


POLICE NEGLIGENCE. 


A vivid account of the Palestine massacres by two eye-witnesses, 
who were themselves exposed to the greatest danger and who saw some 
of the scenes from the baicony of a building, bas been supplied to me by 
Mr. Woolf Yoffe, of Cambridge Road, E., and his son (writes a 
representative of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE.) 

They arrived in Jerusalem on the Tuesday before the fighting began. 

“At a quarter-past twelve on the Friday, the first day of the 
fighting,” said Mr. Yoffe junior, “we were walking together towards‘the 
Jaffa Gate, when suddeuly we saw an aged Jew whose nose was bieeding 
profusely, followed by another Jew, a young man, who was carrying a 
stick with nailson it. The young man said he was takirg the s!ick to 
the Police station. I shouted ‘Give him some water,’ and no sooner had 
I uttered these words than we saw Jews shut their shops as fast as they 
could. Itall happened very suddenly. . 

“ Realising what had happened, I immediately ran to the Vunicipality 
Building with my father, where we were met by Mr. Clayton, of the 
Sanitary Department. We said to him, ‘Can we get on the telephone to 
Mr. Luke, the Acting High Commissioner?’ Mr. Clayton thereupon him. 
self went to the ‘phone, and I heard him say, ‘Send two water carts 
with fire hose.’ In ten minutes these arrived outside the Municipality 
Building. 

“Soon there was a rush of thousands of infuriated Arabs running 
like alot of madmen. Isaw them from the balcony of the building. A 
few minutes later I saw a young Jew walking towards the Jaffa Gate, 
when suddenly an Arab with a stick pounced upon him withou! the 
slightest warning or apparent provocation outside Barc'ays’ Bank, the 
door of which happened to be closed. The Arab was supported by three 
others. They beat the young man unmercifully until he eventually died. 
There was an Arab policeman near to the spot where this happened 
directing the trafic. He saw what was occurring, but did not budge an 
inch from his position. I conld also see from where I was British police- 
men 4 little distance away with rifles and revolvers, but they, too, refused 
to stir. When they did eventually arrive on the scene the man was 
already dead.” 

Both Mr. Yoffe, sen., and Mr. Yoffe, jun., were most emphatic in 
denouncing the police for their failure to deal with the culprits in any- 
thing resembling an adequate manner. 

“Then,” continued Mr. Yoffe, “ we heard people shouting, and saw 
large numbers of Jews fleeing for their lives, pursued by hordes of wild 
and angry-looking Arabs who were coming up the Jaffa Road. Many of 

these Jews were either shot or stabbed, and were taken to the Hadassah 
and other hospitals. A number of those taken to hospital died the 
following day. 

“On the Saturday we went to see Rabbi Kook. We began to say the 


morning prayer when someone rushed in and told us 

in danger. Whereupon Rabbi Kook rarg up Sir 
but he could not get through to him. I think that the line was Siseae 
nected. Eventually we were able to get through from the Hadassah 
Hospital. I spoke for Rabbi Kook and said to Mr. Samuel: ‘ We are im 
danger in Talpioth,’ aud he replied, ‘I will go to see Mr. Luke right away.’ 
That was eight o'clock in the morning. In the meantime large pinhiane 
of young men and women were either killed or wounded. 

“We went with Dr. Leventeia to the Hospital where we saw some 
gruesome spectacles, the result of Arab savagery and barbarity ‘te 
awful to mention. 

“ We protested at the Municipality Building at what was happeni 
and we also told them that we were British subjects, whereupon on 
were threatened with expulsion from the building if we did not Keep 
quiet. All the while the battle was ragiog with the utmost fury in the 
streets nearby.” 

lasked the younger Mr. Yoffe to tell me something about the way 
the Jews defended themselves. 

“No words of mine,” he replied, “can adequately do justice to the 
spirit of heroism displayed by Jews, young and old, men. women and 
children. They exhibited the greatest courage and bravery, and those 
who were killed faced death in a manner worthy of the beroes and 
heroines in Jewish history. As you know the Jews were absolutely 
unarmed, and they defended themselves as best they could in the 
circumstances. 

“A fact that is well worth mentioning, is that the Cha/ute:m kept an 
almost continuous vigil around the houses of those Jews who were ip 
danger from the infuriated Arab mobs. Hundreds of families left their 
homes in Jerusalem under British Police protection, and went to take 
shelter wherever they could. In Hebron, Arab brutality knew no bounds, 
and they went as far as to tell their Arab children that they should 
slaughter the Jews in the same way as they themselves were doing. A 
number of Jewish children, some cf whom were also killed, smothered 


. their faces with blood in order to make the Arabs believe that they were 


already dead.” 

The Yoffes who left Jerusalem on the following Tuesday, told me 
most emphatically, that they had no hesitation in saying, after what they 
had beheld with their own eyes, that had the police taken proper pre. 
cautions jast before the trouble began or when it started, the whole thing 
would never have assumed the ugly proportions it did, and that the Arab 
attacks would have soon collapsed. 

Another fact related to me by Mr. Ycffe is worth noting. “S me 
Arabs,” he said, “ appealed to the police, ‘ We want protection, we want to 
leave here. They walked under police protection as faras the post office, 
when suddenly they bolted and stabbed some people who were standing 
near, including the German journalist, Herr Wolfgang von Weiser. 

“ We were the only two British citizens in the Central Hospital of 
Jerusalem in which there were people of aj! nationalities, many of whom 
taunted us with the inefficacy of the British Government's administration 
saying ‘ Look what protection your British Government gives us Jews,’ 
and there can be no doubt, that as a result of the occurrences, the pre-tige 


of the British Government has suffered a severe set back.” 


Emergency Measures by Official Zionism. 


A joint emergency meeting of the Administrative Committee of the 
Mixed Agency and of the General Council of the Zionist Organisation was 
opened last Friday at Jews’ College to consider the situation in lalestine. 
The report supplied by the Zionist Orgavisation states that Mr. L. Motzkia 
was inthe chair. Miss H. Szold paid a tribute to the heroism of the Jews 
in Palestine during the recent outbreaks. Mr. Motzkin said that thousands 
of messages and petitions from Jews in various parts of the globe had 
reached the League of Nations. 

Mr. S. KAPLANSKY, a member of the Zionist Executive. gave a report 
om the outbreaks. He described the incidents which had led up to the 
massacres and the atrocities committed by fanatical Arabs. With regard 
to the origin of the excesses, the Jewish community of Palestine was 
convinced that the responsibility primarily rested with the circies 
associated with the Supreme Moslem Council and the Executive of the 
so-calied Arab Congress, who utilised the incidents in connection 
with the Wailing Wall to foment a slanderous agitation among the— 
ignorant Arab masses with the story that the Jews wished to 
take possession of the Holy Piaces of Islam. An ccho of 
this appeal to religious fanaticism was found in the attitude of 
the Press and of certain political circles in Cairo, Bagdad and 
India. The Jews of Palestine were likewise unanimous in their opinioa 
concerning the responsibility of the Palestine Administration. Tbe 
principal complaint of the Jews of Palestine in regard to the measures 
taken by the civil and military authorities was directed agains: the 
metuod of evacuation of places that were threatened as well as against 
the attitule of the Authorities towards the Jewish Self-Defence Corps, 
who were systematically disarmed and many of whose members were 
arrested while the Government was not in a position to guarantee the 
security and life of the Jews. It could not be stated ia genera! pees 
the Arab police did not properly discharge their duties, though there 
were individual instances of this kind.

He covsidered it essential that the Zionist Organisation should be 
represented at the hearings of the Commission of Inquiry by Counsel, 
and that their witnesses should be given a hearing. 

At the afternoon session, Mr. S. MARKS, joint Treasurer of the Pales. 
tine Emergency Fond in England, gave a report on the foi mation of this 
Fond. He said that it was decided at a special meeting held immediately 
efter the first serious news arrived in London, and which was attended 
by Lord Melchett, the Marquis cf Reading, Dr. Weizmann, Mr. Felix 
Warburg, Mr. Ratenberg, Mr. O. E. d'Avigdor Goldsmid and others, that a 
Fund must immediately be started in orJer to meet the urgent require. 
ments in Palestine. Mr. James de Rothschild was invited by Lord 
Melchett to serve on the Committee, and agreed. A sum of £20.00) was 
raised on the spot, and an appeal was at once published in the press and 
circalated very Jargely. So far a total of about £70,000 had already been 
collected or promised, and £15,000 had been forwarded to Palestine. 

Mr. Lovis LiIpskY reported on the work of the Fund in the Usited 
States. 

At the meeting beld on Saturday evening, under the chairmanship 
of Mr. Motzkin, a telegram from Dr. Weizmann was read, stating that he 
had bad interviews with Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, Mr. Henderson, M. 
Briand, Dr. Stresemann and other members of the Council! of the League 
of Nations, and that he intended to return to London in time to attend 
the meeting on Monday morning. 

Professor S. BRODETSKY, member of the Zionist Execntive, discussed 
questions of policy arising out of the present situation and ontlined a 
series of proposals. 


An American Jew's Report. 


At the Sunday evening session Mr. 8. KAPLANSKY, on behalf of the 
Committee appointed to deal with the problems in connection with the 
Palestine Emergency. Fuod, delivered a report. There followed a 
prolonged discussion, and it was pointed out by several speakers that 
the execution of the programme of constructive work as adopted by the 
Congress would have to be safeguarded and that, therefore, the a:range- 
ments in connection with the Emergency Fund would have to be made 
with due regard to the future activities of the Keren Hayesod and the Keren 
Kaycmet. It was decided that a Sub-Committee consisting of Dr. Feiwel, 
Mr. K. Blomenfeld and Mr. L. Herrmann be appointed to formulate 
resolutions for submission to the Conference, and also to draft’ an appeal 
for publication throughout the world. 

(no Sunday morning there was a meeting solely of members of the 
General Council of the Zionist Organisation under the Chairmanship of 
Mr. Motzkin. Mr. Gedaliah Bublick, of New York, who had just returned 
from a visit to Palestine, gave a report on the situation in the country. 
He described the energetic cfforts that were beiog made to induce 
the Palestine Administration to take cffective measures to prevent the 
(atbreak while there was still time, and the vain reaesurances that were 
given by the Government in Jerusalem and by the local authorities in 
Hebron and other places. It was the general conviction of the Jews in 
Palestine thatthe Government was responsible for allowing the disorders 
and for failing to take prompt measures to suppress them, and that, but 
for thé disciplined action of the Jewish self-defence, the losses weuld 
bave been far more serious. 


Dr. Weizmann’'s Confidence in Britain. 


At the meeting held on Monday morning, at which Mr. Motzkin 
occupied the chair, Dr. Weizmann reported on his visit to Geneva at 
which he had interviews with the Prime Minister, Mr. Henderson, Mr. 
Briand, and most of the other members of the Council of the League of 
Nations. He also had an interview with Sir Eric Drummond, the 
Secretary-General of the League of Nations. There would be a meeting 
of the Mandates Commision in November, when it was hoped that the 
Ke port of the Commission of Inquiry would be available for examination 
by the Commission. 3 

‘rr. Veizmann said that the fundamental policy of the Zionist Organi- 
‘ation must continue to be confidence in the British Government and in 
the British people, but this confidence must be fully justified. It was 
their duty to make the British people understand that their own interests

The resolutions, said Mr. Goldsmid, had been formulated after very 
careful consideration, and did, he thought, represent clearly and distinctly 
the views and feelings of their Community. They had a special respon- 
sibility in this matter as subjects of the Mandatory Power, and they were 
in the position to exercise greater influence upon that Power than any 
other Jewish Community. It therefore behoved them not to pre- 
judge the situation with the information at present at their 
dispoeal.

They appreciated the prompt steps taken by the Hlome Government to 
restore peace and order in Palestine and the statement issued by the 
Colonial O™Mee in which the Government re-affirmed the policy of the 
Mandate for Palestine. “ Let me remind you,” continued the Chairman, 
“that there is a section of opinion which attaches no importance to this 
Mandate, which thinks that it is a costly and unnecessary responsibility, 
that it does not contribate either to the well-being or the prosperity of 
the British Empire, and that it may prove au expensive experiment for 
the Dritish taxpayer.” It was their duty to prove to that section of 
public opinion that they were entirely wrong. Recent events would not 
deter the Jews from the work to which they had set their hands, but 
that work would require increased resources and the present emergency 
needed special means to deal with it. Their Joint Committee had, there- 
fore, taken the very unusual, and almost unprecedented step, of urging 
the Community to subscribe to the Palestine Emergency Fund. An 
amount of already over £60,000 had been subscribed, but more money 
was needed, and as one of its Honorary Treasurers he could assure the 
Community that the money would be faithfully and conscientiously 
administered. 


The Responsibility of English Jews. 


Major Lesire M.P. (Spanish and Portuguese) said 
that the resolutions could only formally express their point of view; they 
could in no way reveal the real intensity of their passiovate feeling. The 
Jewish Community in every country in the world had an obvious duty to 
perform, but the duty fell with particular emphasis upon the Eoglish 
Jewish Community, for the Jews in Palestine and other countries would 
look to them as the direct citizens of the Mandatory Power to bring 
pressure to bear upon the Government to take the right course in this 
matter. A determined effort was being made to separate the Jews and 
the Arabs into two irreconcilable bodies. One thing was certain: they 
could only make a National Home in Palestine if they reached an under- 
standing with the Arabs, and it would be a great mistake, in his jcdgment, 
if they fostered the belief that there was a divergence of interest between 
Jews and Arabs that could never be bridged. 


Dr. B. Homa, speaking on behalf of the Union, of Orthodox 
Jewish Congregations, said that, as British subjects, they could be 
rightly proud of the British record in the Government and administra- 
tion of colonies and dependencies; in fact, it was because of that 
prestige that the World Powers were in agreement with the handing 
over of Palestine to the control of this country. Now that the 
recent calamities bad demonstrated the breakdown-—to be hoped 
temporary—of British suzerainty, it was necessary for British Jews, 
and especially for that Board, to search fully into the causes of that 
tragic occurrence. Although the ostensible reason for the Arab 
uprising had been given as the continuance of Jewish worship at the 
Wailing Wall, and he need hardly remind an assembly of Jews that that 
was a mere pretext, nevertheless it was the cornerstone of their 
demands. In the year 1517, when Turkey obtained control over Palestine, 
Sultan Selim L. re-established the Jewish right of worship at the Western 
Wall, and this right remained unquestioned for nearly four centuries. 
They must not allow the legal quibbles of political agitators to diminish 
their just claims in the smallest degree. 

Mr. MicHakL Levy (Association of Jewish Friendly Societies) said 
that the Friendly Societies had already taken steps that the necessary 
relief should come as speedily as possible. The Jewish public as a whole 
had certainly been kept in ignorance of what was going om in Palestine. 
The “ bush-hush ” policy of the past had not paid and never would pay. 
While looking to the British Administration to act differently in the future 
they looked to the Zionist Executive to act differently and once and for 
all do away with secret diplomacy which in Jewish affairs was disastrous. 


The Concern of Non.Zionists. 
Mr. Leoxarp G. MONTEFIORE, O.B.E. (Anglo-Jewish Association) 
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said he was grateful for being given the opportunity of supporting the 
resolutions because there might exist an impression in non-Jewish circ] 
interested in Palestine, that those Jews who had always opposed in 
still opposed Jewish Nationalism, felt less keenly and less deepiy than 
others about the recent outrages and murders. Such an impression 
euch an opinion, if it existed, was based on profound ignorance of Jewish 
feeling. One might be sure that if, which God forbid, simiia, events 
took place in some other country, in Persia or Morocco, they would all 
Zionists and non-Zionists, be at one in doing whatever lay in their power 
to secure jastice for the sufferers, and to take any steps that appeared 
available to render such events impossible in the future. Near), twenty. 
five years ago, be attended a meeting held to protest against the massacre 
of helpless and innocent Jewish victims, of women and children whose 
existence was their only crime. Now, though much had changed, Jews 
were once more met to motirn @ similar event, but not merely to mourn 
but to exert every ounce of influence they possessed, to see that those 
in whose hands«Xecutive power lay, used it to protect their br: thren 
Too often they had had to complain of their enemies condemning a}! Jews 
because of the sinsof afew ofthem. Let them not imitate thei, . nemies 
and say because some Arabs were guilty of blood, therefore all Arah« were 
murderers. He knew that Zionist leaders had always desired to respect 
the legimitate rights of the Arab population. ‘Some of the Rabbis, it is 
said, used to quote the famous verse in Proverbs: “If thine enemy be 
hungry, give him bread to eat, and if he be thirsty give him water to 
drink, for thou shalt heap coals of fire upon his head and the Lord «shall 
reward thee.” The Rabbis, by a tiny change in the Hebrew, wade the 
last line read “And the Lord will make him thy friend.” That was the 
goal which they all desired as regards the Arabs in Palestine. And@ 
together with justice, they demanded compensation for the sufferers and 
the unflinching enforcement of law, order and peace. 

Mr. B. A. LEVINSON, M.A. (“ Liberal”) said that in the Congr gation 
which he represented Zionism was not strong, but as Mr. Montefiore had 
said, whether Zionists or not, they were deeply interested in the welfare 
of their co-religionists in Palestine, in the success of the Palestine experi. 
ment, and in the protection of Jewish rights. Without peace and security 
the Jewish National Nome was more than a misonomer—-it was a danger. 

Mr. 5. Moses, M.A. (United Synagogue) said that the Joint Foreiga 
Committee ought to see that there was ample protection fot tid Jews ia 
Palestice. He had read with some misgiving the news that the number 
of troops were being reduced in Palestine. It seemed very important 
that after the experience they had had that proper steps should be takea 
to see that there was ample security for their brethren. 

Mr. 5S. FINBURGH, J.P. (Manchester North) said he would like aa 
alteration in item six of the resolutions. He would suggest that the 
resolutions be sent to all the Members of Parliament. They were doing 
the right thing in holding protest meetings throughout the length and 
breadth of the country. He would like to see the Lord Mayor of.|.ondoa 
cajl a protest meeting and if that were done he felt sure that Manchester, 
Liverpool and other big cities would follow. 

Mr. P. Horowitz, B.Sc. (Roumanian) paid a tribute to Mr. Goldsmid’s 
work, and said that the action that had been taken was no doubt dticte 
the intervention of the President of the Board. They all recognised that 
it was a Struggle for the freedom of the Jewish people. 

Mr. A. E. MAGEN spoke on behalf of the Federation of Synagogues and 
Miss K. Halford (Anglo-Jewish Association) spoke on behalf of the 
women's organisations. 

Mr. H. GAVeENTA (Philpot Street Sphardish) moved, and Mr. J. 
BOLLOTEN (Manchester Hightown) seconded, that the words, “Jewish 
Members of Parliament” be deleted from resolution 6, and the words, 
“ all the members of both Houses of Parliament ” be substituted 

This was carried, and the resolutions as amended, were unanimoudy 
adopted. 


Jewish Women’s Protest Meeting. 


A public meeting of Jewish women was held on Wednesday evening, 
under the auspices of the Federation of Women Zionists, at \ictoris 
Hal!, Great Russel! Street, W.C. 

Mrs. I. M. Sicrr (President of the Federation of Women Zionists), who 
presided, said that one fact emerged quite clearly, and that was that 
where their people were able to defend themselves they did 50 4s best 
they could. It was not for them to apportion blame or to pass jadgment. 
But they felt that they must express their sense of sorrow and indignation 
at what had happened. Some three months ago she was on 4 visit to 
Palestine, and she was struck by the feeling of confidence and hope that 
was evident everywhere. The colonists bad passed through 4 severe 
economic crisis and everybody was looking forward to a new era. lhey 
had called that meeting because the Federation felt they must do some- 
thing as well as their menfolk in this time of crisis. There was on'y oe 
answer to the terrible tragedy that had taken place in Palestine, 
and they as Jewish women were prepired to do their share and to carry 
ou the work unswervingly and with all the greater determination.

FURTHER PROTEST MEETINGS. 


A flood of protests continues to pour in from provincial towns through 
the length and breadth of the country. Mass meetings have been held in 
many centres, and non-Jews as well as Jews have flocked to voice their 
indignation and sorrow at the Palestine disaster, and to demand that 
justice shall be done and the Jewish status in the Holy Land safeguarded. 
Resolutions were passed at most of the meetings expressing horror at the 
recent outrages and urging the Government to settie the Wailing Wall 
dispute and to carry out the policy laid down in the Balfour Declaration. 


MANCHESTER.—What was described as the largest mass meeting 
in Manchester within the last thirteen years was held on Thursday of 
last week, at the Albert Hall, to protest against the Palestine outrages. 
Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., presided. The Rev. I. Icht read the Hazkarah, 
and Kabbi l. J. Yoffey the Kaddish. Mr. Laski said that the Grand Mufti 
bore heavy responsibility for the outrages. Was he to continue in office? 
Mr. Luke was coneerned less with justice than with safeguarding the 
country against the policy to which the British Government stood 
committed by the Balfour Declaration. They demanded full infor- 
mation and appealed for equity and jastice, not only to the British 
Government ‘but also to the League of Nations. Mr. V. Jabotinsky 
said they would stand up and speak like men who protest, and do not 
complain. They would goon until they won. Mr. Luke had not been 
caught unawares. His letter to Mr. Amery proved it. The lesson to be 
drawn was “Let the Jews defend themselves.” They did not want 
secret organisations. They wanted Government sanction. They 
wanted not a Churchill Paper but a “Yedgwood White Book. Mr. 
Jabotinsky concluded by firmly declaring “I believe in England.” 
Rabbi Yoffey moved a resolution pledging Manchester Jewry to con- 
tinue with unabated energy to work for Zionism. Mr. I. Causino seconded 
and appealed for funds, announcing that the Appeal Committee (of

LIVERPOOL.—A public demonstration of protest against the 
massacres in Eretz Yisrael was held under the auspices of the Zionist 
Centra!

There wasa gathering of nearly 2,000 present, including many 
hon Jewish sympathisers. Mr. Moss Greenberg, President of the Zionist 
Central Council, was in the chair. The proceedings opened with the 
recital of Ei Mole Rachamim by the Rev. I. Freeman. Apologies for 
absence were read from the Lord Mayor of Liverpool, the Bishop of 
Liverpool (who expressed his hearty sympathy with the protest), the 
Archbishop of Liverpool, Rabbi Dr. A. E. Silverstone (Southport), Mr. 
J. A. Tione, M.P., Mr. Derwent Hall Caine, M-P., Sir James P. Reynolds, 
M.?.. and the Rey. S. Frampton, B.A. The Chairman said that although 
the Palestinian Administration bad failed to carry into effect several of 
the Articles of the Mandate, still the Jewish people were quite content 
to pour millions of money into the country, the bulk of which, as they 
knew, had found its way into the pockets of the Arabs. The Jews had 
paid. and paid dearly for every square yard of land purchased in Palestine.

Liverpool Corporation and the Disaster. 
‘From our Correspondent.— LIVERPOOL.) 


The local Zionist Central Council being desirous of holding a public 
meeting on Sunday last, to protest against the massacres of our co. 
re. igionists in Palestine, applied for the use of, 5%. George's Hall for that 
purpose. This hall is the property of the City and is administered hy 
the Finance Committee of the City Council. It is used for all kinds of 
pablic meetings and demonstrations. The application was read before a 
meeting of the Finance Committee on Friday, when Sir Max Muspratt, 


’ who was in the chair, would not allow it to be discussed, stating so I am 


informed on the authority of Councillor Maurice Eschwege, J.P., who 
was at the meeting, that “We have a large Moslem Empire and we 
cannot offend them.” The arrangements for Sunday had to be cancelled 
and another hall engaged for the meeting. 

On Wednesday, atthe montbly meeting of the City Council, Councillor 
Eschwege tabled a question as to the reason for the refusal to allow the 
Jewish Community the use of St. George's Hall. Sir Max Muspratt, in 
reply,.said the Finance Committee always avoided lending St. George's 
Hall for the purpose of voicing any highly controversial question. 
He added: “ We have no knowledge as to what might happen. ina 
city with a’ very mixed population like Liverpool, it might lead to 
many broken heads, and we do not think it desirable that St. 
Georde’s Hall should be risked.” This gratuitous insult to the local 
Jewish Community is all the more amazing when compared with the 
facilities which are given by the local Authorities for the annual celebra- 
tions of the 12th of July by the members of the Orange Lodges. These 
celebrations include a procession of thousands of members of the 
Orcangemen'’s Order in full regalia with banners and bands through the 
streets of Liverpool. These annual processions tend to inflame the 
passions of the large Roman Catholic Community in Liverpool and, 
notwithstanding the protection afforded by numbers of police officers, 
who march with the processionists, ug'y clashes occur between the two 
rival factions resulting in injuries to not a few. The traffic of the 
city is held up and much inconvenience ts caused. 

References to the above incident were made at a demonstration 
beld in the Central Hall, Liverpool, on Thursday. Mr. Moss Greenberg, 
President of the Liverpool Zionist Central Council, who was in the chair, 
said “it had been arranged to hold this mass meeting last Sunday, but 
when we applied for the use of one of Liverpool's Public Halis, we were 
refused permission on the grounds that the massacre of Jews was a 
contentious matter.” 


Mr. S. Sydney Silverman, B.A., LL.B., said: “I could not resist the 


temptation to ask Sir Max Muspratt the question—Since when have 
massacres, or protests against massacres, been controversial? Does he 
fee! in doubt about whether we ought to protest against massacres by 
anybody? He fears broken heads. Jews have never expressed their 
protests by violence. There will be no broken heads at this meeting, but 
we can tell Sir Max Muspratt that there are many broken hearts.” 


LEEDS.—A crowded mass protest meeting convened by the Leeds 
Central Zionist Council, was beld at the Town Hall on Sunday evening, 
when Sir Charlies Wilson presided. The Hon. R. D. Denman, M.P.., for 
Central Leeds, wrote enclosing a commupication from Lord Passfield, 
Secretary for the Colonies (This is printed in full on another page 
of this issue). In the course of his address, Sir Charles Wilso 
spoke in severe condemnation of what had recently taken place 
in Palestine, which was, he said, am outrage to the sense of the civilised 
world. He outlined the work of the Jews in improving the country, and 
deciared it neither right nor reasonable that, while engaged in this 
commendable work, Jews should be liable to be ruthlessly butchered. 
He trusted that peaceful conditions would soon be restored, and that the 
conscience of the leaders of the British Empire would see to it that the 
Jews in the Holy Land would be able to live under more satisfactory 
conditions. Professor Brodetsky said the situation had been entirely 
misrepresented by some British newspapers. There was no question of “Six 
of one and half-a-dozen of the other.” This was an attack by murderous 
herdes of sayages upon a peaceful Commanity. If Britain scuttied out 
of Palestine, as some people advised her to, it would mean dishonour 
to the British Empire; but to the Jewish nation it would mean death. 
The one army they wanted in Palestine was @ large Jewish population. 
The Lord Mayor (Aldérman D. B. Foster) said the whole of Leeds supported 
the protest.

«rvices on Sunday last for the victims of the massacre in the Holy 
iood. The service at the Great Synagogue, Dake Street, was conducted 
by the Rev. A. Katz, assisted by the choir of the Synagogue, under the 
direction of Mr. David Levine.

Mr. P. Honowitz, B.Se., General Secretary of the Jewish National 
Fund, said that in return for all the good work the Jews had done 
in Palestine, especially for the Arabs, during the past ten years, they 
were having to protest to-day throughout the world. If Great Britain 
would stand by the pledge given to the Jews in Britain's hour of trial, he 
for one would say that what bad taken place in Palestine was worth 
while, just asthe Britisher would say to-dsy that the sacrifice in France 
was worth while.

Sir,—A fundamen‘a!l error in the current Zionist policy is the 
upon the British Government and the British public of the consideration of 
the relationship of Palestine to British Imperial policies. It is 
consideration which brought about the operation of the Mandate by the 
Colonial Office which, unconsciously rather than. consciously, has treated 
Palestine as a British Crown Colony peopled by troublesome and diversitied

development of Palestine are not synonymous ideas. Moreover, the Arab 
opposition is at least as much an objection to British Imperialism. with 
Jews as the agents, as to Jewish growth aided by English power 

It may be difficult to frame it, but we need a purely Jewish policy applied 
to Jewish development in Palestine. The Balfour Declaration was originally 
intended so to operate. It was issued, despite other Imperia! interests, 
in justice to the Jews and in recognition of their historic claims. The Mendate 
carefully rehearses this, and places England im the position of trustee of 
Palestine for the League of Nations, and the Jewish people. This view must 
be brought back and made dominant, otherwise there will be a continuation 
of a policy, no doubt hereafter less éruel in its effects, by which Palestine 


_metely a link between Egypt and Syria and the littoral of Trans-Jordan and 


the Arab states beyond. Palestine cannot be a Jewish Nationa! Home and 
at the seme time a British Crown Colony——except in the ~ spiritual cen're — 
sense, which requires no mandate or other governmental authorit, 

The Zionist leaders have persistently aided in developing the ides that 
Palestine is a British possession, just as Rarbadoes is, and have, therefore, 
encouraged the conflict of interests which has been apparent since the issu- 
ance of the Churchill-Semuel White Paper. This neither excuses Ara» 
brutality nor weak-kneed administration, but it does explain the failure of 
the Government to recounise the real character of the obligations to which the 
British War Cabinet of its own volition publicly pledged the honour of 
England. There should be no question but that England will observe the 
letter and the spirit of the Mandate if Zionists address themselves to the 
spirit of England instead of constituting themselves the apologists of ofhcials, 
tradition-bound, who have not learnt to distinguish between the new end 
the old order of international affairs. 

At this moment one would like to give whole-hearted support to the 
existing Zionist executive. But that is impossible. How men could make 
the speeches that were made only a month ago in Zirich, and now 4 !n 
Dr. Weizmann’s address in London, and Mr. Sacher’s article in the Van.

METAFILTERS (1929) LIMITED. 


A REVOLUTION IN PILTRATION., 


The statutory general meeting of Metafilters (1929) Ltd. was held on 
Wednesday, September llth, in London. 

Sir William Reginald Hall, who presided, said that the operation of 
filtration entered into the manufacture and production of practically all 
manufactured products, In many cases filtration was the most important 
of all steps incident to the production of a flne product, since, dependent 
upon the effiicieacy with which this process was carried out wculd be, first, 
the appearance, and secondly, the purity, and also, maybe, the disticctive 
taste, keeping qualities and general excellence of the products. Filters 
were essential, among others, for water, beer, sugar, milk, varnish, wine, 
acids, fats, alkalies, organic liquids, lubricating oil, boiler feed water, and 
in the manufacture of artifici.l silk, and the efficiency of the filter would 
determine the quality of the final product. In practically all types of 
filters to-day a filtering body of cloth, pulp, or other porous material was 
employed. The use of these media involved considerable operating 
labour and expense, cspecially where cloth was used, owing to the 
difficulty in keeping the cloth clean and free from holes. 

The Company s patents coverdd a new system of filtration on which 
neither cloth nor pulp was required; labour was economi<ed and 
renewals were reduced to practically nothing. The field for filtration 
was practically worl! wide and the Company's patents ran in every 
important country in the world, so that the market for Oiters of their 
type was practically inexhaustible. 

The old Company, whose assets the present Company acqu red in 
June Jast, mainly confined its efforts to developing. the beer filter and 
this type definitly reached success in June last. Since then the works 
had been engaged in producing as fast as possible with the plant available. 
All filters manufactured had been sold and were pow operating in various 
well-known breweries, among them being perhaps the largest in Loodon.

MUSIC. 
We bave bad four new works at the Proms. this week, for Which we 
must be grateful to the B.B.C., Sir Henry Wood and the Orchestra. But 
‘tnde must not be allowed to blunt our critical faculties, and we 
our gratita 
must admit that they were a pretty mixed bag. Quite the best of them 
was Arthur Bliss’s Concerto for Two Pianofortes and Orchestra. This 
was originally written in 1921, one of the piano parts being allotted toa 
tenor, but Bliss has never hesitated to suppress bis earlier works when 
the coolness of the years allows him to look back on them rather dispas- 
sjovately, and he later re-wrote the concerto in its present form. It 
was performed in Boston in 1924, and now the prophet is not without 
ponoar even in bis own country. The concerto starts with a very 
vital theme thundered out by the whole orchestra and both pianos. 
With tremendous energy it is torn to pieces, till we slow down and 
survey the pieces ; gradually they are put together agaiv, the speed 
ipcreases, and we end as we began. A small work, perhaps, but Bliss’s 
terrifie energy and dynamic ability to make things come alive make it a 
real work and a vital contribution to contemporary music. 

Honegger, too, bas vitality, but he also bas @ coarseness entirely 
absent from Bliss. In his symphonic movement, “ Rugby,” there is some 
very ogly writing for the brass—like a bottle of ink upset on the 
page—that seems to indicate that Mr. Honegger has not yet got out 
of earshot of Pacific 231, which incidentally I thought was a very 
good noise. This is a gcod noise too, much better than the noke 
you get on the football-fieéld itself. But there is so much noise outside 
Queen's Hall nowadays that one does like a little music inside it. Let 
- me say at once that “ Rugby” is in a different street altogether from the 
wretched thing about the Ford car that we had to put up with last week. 
The referee never once blew his whistle, for Honegger is not concerned 
with external effects, it is the spirit of football that he is trying 
to express. And if one admits Beethoven one must admit the com- 
poser's right to use themes with a spiritual import, as well as purely 
abstract themes, and once you start on that slope the only thing that 
pails you up is the fence shutting off expression from imitation. 
Honegger is at least on the right side of that fence. 

The Saturday night audience, haviog perhaps bad the real thing in 
the afterroop, did not think much of Honegger’s football match. But 
they dearly loved Mr. Stanley Wilson's pianoforte concerto. Mr. Wilson 
is music master at Ipswich School, and wrote the concerto last spring. 
The solo part was played by Mr. James Ching, the friend to whom the 
work was dedicated, Like the pagein “Good King Wenceslas ” Mr. Wilson 
walks for safety in the footsteps sanctified by the feet of his elders (but 
skipping a generation or two), and one of the results is that be makes no 
impression of his own. Followed as it was by Valentine’s Song from 
“Faust” its simplicity and obvious sincerity pleased the people, and the 
pleasure was increased by the fact that the composer not only did 
conduct, but could conduct. 

The influence of Mussolini on Italian music grows more and more 
patent. it was surely never intended that Italians should write pre- 
lades and fugues, but Italy must show the world, and so Vincenzo 
Tommasini published in 1927 a Prelude, Fanfare and Fugue, of which Sir 
Henry Wood has now given England the first performance. There is 
qu'e an intriguimg if irrelevant prelude, and the fanfare is good. An 
Italian can always be trusted with a trumpet, and a capable writer like 
Tommasini can’t go far wrong when he adds the rest of the brass and the 
‘rums. Ihe fresbness and sweetness of the trumpet never fails to charm 
When it is used as a musical instrument, yet it is all too seldom used in 
this way. Then the fugne started, bit Tommasini soon found himself 
becoming beantifally Italian in a slow, middle section and only saved his 
international face by a Wagnerian conclusion. 


The orchestra rose to its peak performance in Leonora No. 3, which, 


part irom a deseending passage.on the violins before the first entry of the 
Tumpet, was magnificently played and produced the real thrill that this 
Masteryicce is capable of producing however often it is played. Quite the 
wont “ohvcr‘o- playing was that of Ethel Bartlett and Rae Robertson in the 
Bliss concerto for two pianos.

Law Cases. 

Eankruptcy.—At his public examination recently at Liverpool, 
HyMAN NIBMAN, described as “the son of a Polish Jew but born in 
Logland,” who with bis father had carried on a clothing business, said 
that one of their shops in London Road, Liverpool, was called “ Mac. 
Gregors, the famous Scottish tailors.” Mr. G. Stent, the Deputy Official 
Receiver: “You were not famous Scottish tailors’” Neiman, who 
replied in the negative, added that profit and loss accounts and balance. 
sheets were prepared from time to time by an accountant, but he himself 
never saw them. Mr. Stent: “It is gross misconduct on the part of a 
trader who has accounts prepared by bis accountant and never looks at 
them to see what the result of his trading is.” The liabilities were 
returned at £1,705 and the assets at £8 158. The examination was closed. 


Abusing a Jew.—J Mes JOHNSON, a general dealer, was summoned 
at the Guildhall Police Court last week for using abusive words calculated 
to provoke a breach of the peace. Mr. Woolf Yoskovitch, a commercial 
traveller, said that on August 27th he was driving a car along Aldersgate 
Street, and drew near the kerb to stop. Defendant, who was pushing a 
barrow, approached him, and gave vent to a volley of filthy and obscene 
language. He said, “ Like all you Jews, you want all the road. Why 
don't you go back to Palestine’ ” “I was staggered,” added the witness. 
“I pulled up and aske@ bim for an explanation. He again called me a 
: Jew,’ and said I had no right to be in the country.” Defendant 
denied that he used the words complained of. Mr. Alderman Jacobs, to 
the defendant : “I don’t believe Mr. Yoskovitch is the kind of man to have 
invented them, and I have come to the conclusion that you did use those 
insulting words. Of course you may express your opinion as to who 
should inhabit this country, or apy other part of the world, but if you 
state your views in an offensive and obscene manner you are liable to 
prosecution. You will be floed 40s. or 14 days’ imprisonment.” 


Suicide While Asieep.— Last week, at Douglas, Isle of Man, an inquest 
was heid on Isaac HYMAN, 34, a tailor, who was found dying at his parents’ 
home, Selbourne Drive, with a wound in his throat and a saw-edged 
bread knife in his hand. Julius Hyman, a brother, said the only possible 
explanation was that Hyman cut his throat while he was stil! asleep. He 
was healthy and had no financial or other worries. Ths jary returned a 
verdict that Hyman cut his throat and there was no evidence as t> the 


state of mind. They thought he acted im his sleer, in other words, 
unconscionsl y.

HAVE often wondered why it is that Jews—the term 
comprises Jewesses—are such good cooks. There is 
no cooking quite so good and tasty as Jewish cooking, 

several non-Jewish friends who share this view 
and make a point of going whenever they can to Jewish 
restaurants in order to partake of Jewish cooking. I must 
confess, from sad experience, that it is not to Jewish 
restaurants that one must go to enjoy Jewish cooking at 
its best. It is not quite “ as mother makes it"; and it is 
in the home that the Jewish cook reigns supreme, and it 
is generally the housewife herself who is the great 
culinary artist. 


and I have 


A HEREDITARY ART. 

The art of Jewish cooking is hereditary and it is 
acquired almost unconsciously. I cannot recall ever having 
received any direct lessons. I just dropped into _it. I 
watched and I learned. I suppose the Dietary Laws have 
been rerponsible for Jewish housewives becoming such 
good cooks. They had to be a great deal in the kitchen 
themse'ves, for even if they had Gentile assistance they 
had to superintend and do a great deal personally. Another 
reason why Jewish food is so appetising is because the 
kashering process involves the copious use of salt. Non- 
Jewish cooking is rarely sufficiently seasoned. 

YISH. 


We are particularly skilful in the preparation of fish. 
There are reasons for this, too. Owing to the fact that it 
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was not always easy to procure kasher meat— especially 
when travelling—Jews had to have recourse to fish, and 
they became clever at cooking it for the table. I suppose 
it is to the Sephardi Jews that we owe the practice of 
frying fish in oil. They lived where olives were plentiful, 
and olive oil was cheaper than butter or fat. 

KUGEL. 

Kugel or shalet is another typically Jewish dish, 
the origin of which can be easily explained. Orthodox 
Jews would not cook on the Sabbath, and so they prepared 
a concoction of meat and vegetables that would retain its 
heat and flavour on the stove overnight. It is very 
appetising and satisfying; and the poet Heine, in his 
“ Princess Sabbath,” sings its praises as a food “for the 
gods." He humorously declares that the recipe must hay 
been revealed to Moses on Mount Sinai. The origin of 
the name shalet or shalent, as kugel is variously called, is 
somewhat obscure. It may be derived from the French 
chaud—hot. 

CHALLAH. 

Jewish housewives have been accustomed to bake 
their own bread, especially for the Sabbath, the loaves for 
this day being known as challah. It is customary to set 
aside a portion of the dough or 75n and burn it in memory 
of the biblical injunction: (Numbers xv, 18-21), “ When 
ye come into the land whither I bring you ... when ye 
eat of the bread of the land, ye shall set apart a portion 
for a gift unto the Lord ... Of the first of your dough 
you shall give unto the Lord a portion for a gift through- 
out your generations.” It is a beautiful ceremony recalling 
the ancient offering of Israel. As Ezekiel puts it in 
repeating the command—" to cause a blessing to rest on 
thy house.” Some pious Jews were in the habit of shaping 
the chaillah into symbolical forms on special occasions. 
Thus on New Year rings and coins were imitated, mean- 
ing: May the new year be as round and complete as 
these.” On Yom Kippur the challah was shaped like a

In the Kitchen. 
By AUNTIE. 
HAVE often wondered why it is that Jews—the term 
comprises Jewesses—are such good cooks. There is 


no cooking quite so good and tasty as Jewish cooking, 
and I have several non-Jewish friends who share this view 
and make a point of going whenever they can to Jewish 
restaurants in order to‘partake of Jewish cooking. I must 
confess, from sad experience, that it is not to Jewish 
restaurants that one must go to enjoy Jewish cooking at 
its best. It is not quite “as mother makes it"’; and it is 


in the home that the Jewish cook reigns supreme, and it 
is generally the housewife herself who is the great 


culinary artist. 
A HEREDITARY ART. 


The art of Jewish cooking is hereditary and it is 
acquired almost unconsciously. I cannot recall ever having 


received any direct lessons. I just dropped into it. I 
watched and I learned. I suppose the Dietary Laws have 
been rerponsible for Jewish housewives becoming such 
good cooks. They had to be a great deal in the kifchen 
themse!ves, for even if they had Gentile assistance they 
had to superintend and do a great deal personally. Another 
reason why Jewish food is so appetising is because the 
kashering process involves the copious use of salt. Non- 
Jewish cooking is rarely sufficiently seasoned. 
FISH, 
We are particularly skilful in the preparation of fish. 


There are reasons for this, too. Owing to the fact that it 


a 
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wis not always easy to procure kasher meat— especially 
when travelling—Jews had to have recourse to fish, and 
they became clever at cooking it for the table. I suppose 
it is to the Sephardi Jews that we owe the practice of 
frying fish in oil, They lived where olives were plentiful, 
and olive oil was cheaper than butter or fat. 
KUGEL,. 

Kugel or shalet is another typically. Jewish dish, 

the ongin of which can be easily explained. Orthodox 


aw concoction of meat and vegetables that would retain its 
heat and flavour on the stove overnight. It is very 
wppetising and satisfying; and the poet Heine, in his 
“ Princess Sabbath,” sings its praises as a food “ for the 
gods."" He humorously declares that the recipe must have 
been revealed to Moses on Mount Sinai. The origin of 
the name shalet or shalent, as kugel is variously called, is 
somewhat obscure. It may be derived from the French 
chaud—hot. 
CHALLAH., 

Jewish housewives. have been accustomed to bake 
their own bread, especially for the Sabbath, the loaves for 
this day being known as challah. It is customary to set, 
aside a portion of the dough or 75m and burn it in memory 
of the biblical injunction: (Numbers xv, 18-21), “ When 
ye come into the land whither [I bring you... when ye 
eat of the bread of the land, ye shall set apart a portion 
for a gift unto the Lord... Of the first of your dough 
you shall give unto the Lord a portion for a gift through- 
out your generations.” It is a beautiful ceremony recalling 
the ancient offering of Israel. As Ezekiel puts it in 
repeating the command—" to cause a blessing to rest on 
thy house." Some pious Jews were in the habit of shaping 
the challah into symbolical forms on special occasions. 
Thus on New Year rings and coins were imitated, mean- 
ing: May the new year be as round and complete as 
these.” On Yom Kippur the challah was shaped like a
